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REV.  Wm.  C.  Byer  died  in  Fabius,  N.  Y.,  of  paralysis,  Oct.  30,  1888,  aged  54 
years  and  5  months.  Spending  most  of  his  early  years  at  work  at  the  anvl  in  his 
father's  shop,  who  lived  at  first  in  Eaton,  and  afterwaids  in  Clinton,  1^.  Y.,  his 
educational  advantages  were  limited.  He  was  converted  under  the  labors  of  the 
Methodists,  by  whom  he  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1839.  Becoming  dissatished 
with  the  position  of  the  Methodists  upon  the  questions  of  baptism  and  American 
slavery,  he  united  with  the  F.  Ba^itists  and  was  orcbdned  by  them  in  1842.  He  la- 
bored successfully  in  revivals,  and  during  his  ministry  baptized  t^ome  five  hundied 
converts.  In  the  spring  of  1866,  he  received  his  first  shock  of  paralysis,  from  the 
effects  of  which  he  partially  recoveied.  He  received  another  only  two  da>s  be 
foie  his  death,  wbich  proved  fatal.  Although  compelled  to  spend  much  of  his 
time  in  manual  labor,  he  was  an  earnest  and  successful  preacher.  A  widow  and 
six  children  mourn  his  departure. 

Kev.  Richard  M.  Gary  died  in  Johnstown,  Wis.,  Oct.  16,  18C8,  aged  73  years 
and  10  months.  He  was  born,  and  spent  his  early  years  in  Vermont.  In  1806,  bis 
faiher^s  family  removed  to  western  N.  Y.,  and  st'ttled  in  Boaton,  Erie  Co.  Ex- 
posed to  the  toils  and  hardships  of  a  new  country,  his  educational  advantages 
were  limited.  In  1816.  he  was  converted  under  the  labors  of  Rev.  Jeremiah  »«"ol- 
som.  the  first  F.  Baptist  missionary  in  that  region.  He  preached  his  first  sermon 
daring  the  same  year,  and  commenced  at  once  to  labor  for  the  «alvatiou  of  din- 
ners in  his  own  town  and  nei|,;hboring  towns.  In  1820  he  was  ordained.  During 
the  next  year  he  assisted  in  the  O'^sranlzatinn  of  the  Holland  Purchase  Y.  M.  From 
this  time  onward,  he  was  unceasing  In  his  labors  in  preaching  the  gospel,  organ- 
izing churoh»»s  and  rendering  whatever  service  the  Master  required.  In  18*2,  he 
removed  to  Johnstown,  Wis.,  the  place  ofhi*  deith.  Here  b«  also  took  a  i«ad 
ing  part  in  planting  churches  and  organizing  Quarterly  and  Yearly  Meetings,  and 
di^  not  cea-e  bis  labors  uatil  called  hon»e  to  rest.  He  was  a  man  of  more  than 
medium  intellect,  sound  judgment  and  earnest  convictions.  His  preaching  was 
Biblical  and  impressive.  ^In  »»ged  widow  and  seven  surviving  cnildren  mourn 
the  loss  of  a  k>nd  and  indulgent  husband  and  father. 

Rev.  Wm.  D.  Caswell  died  in  Edwards  Co..  III.,  April  80,  1868.  He  was  born 
hi  Mass.,  where  h6  spent  his  early  years.  In  1831,  he  removed  with? his  parents  to 
the  state  of  N.  Y.  In  1845,after  secretly  entertaining  a  hope  in  Christ  for  about  five 
vears,  he  united  with  the  F.  Baptist  church  in  Lyndon.  He  was  licensed  to  preach 
in  1853,  but  he  was  not  ordained  until  eleven  years  subsequently.  He  labored 
successfully  in  vanous^fields  in  New  York  and  Illinois. 

Rev.  Alden  Cobb  died  in  Middlesex,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  10, 1868,  aged  66  years    and  5 
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monthfl.  In  1833,  at  the  njreof  31,  he  gr»v«  hi^  heart  to  God,  and  hit»  att^-ntion  was 
8o  n  atlerwanirt  tiiriied  to  r.iie  work  of  the  ininit-try.  His  latiorb  wee  t'onflnnrl 
Jarjfelv  to  tlie  Dauvillp,  iMi<<dlesHx,  Ni»r.  h  Putrer,  Spaila.  Italy,  ScotP  Bay  and 
•iHiusalem  ctiuicbcs.  Jle  was  ever  CHiuett  and  active  and  liitj  laboife  wtrenot  in 
vain. 

Ebevfzer  Cobb  die'' in  Lim'npt-^n,  Me  ,  Nov.  19.  agfd  7^  y^'trs  and  5 
m*)i  tU8.  He  w  iH  it  )llof»'8^ing  C^risii  <ii  for  some  loify  yfar-,  duiing  tins  lir^fer 
poiti  »n  of  whu'h  lim«^  he  servt  d  the  chnrrh  ot  wiich  >  e  was  a  inem»»«r  in  thft  ca- 
pacity of  di^acon.  More  leceutlv  net  Hpait  lo  V  f  "woik*  f  ihe  mini^ii-y,  hi»«  labors 
were  «"Oua'»ed  Urfr-ly  to  his  own  clmrch.  Confined  lo  his  borne  r»»r8**vrr»«l  months 
previoas  to  his  death,  he  was  biized  with  p^ralybis  three  days  befoio  that 
event.

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ag«d  51  years  and  10  months.  For  a  number  of  years  after  his  conversion  h^ 
labored  with  Ae  Methodists,  but  he  more  recently  unit^'d  with  the  F.  Baptises- 
At  the  time  of  bis  death  he  was  clerk  of  the  Grand  Biver  Q.  M.,  and  was  pastor 
of  four  churches  to  which  he  preached  alternately. 

Rev.  Wm.  C  Witham  died  in  Buckfleld,  Me.,  July  23, 1868,  aged  75  years.  He 
was  conyerted  in  Paris,  Me.,  in  1824,  and  was  ordained  in  the  fcame  town  ia  1829.

Obituaries  of  Pi\eachers. 


Rev.  Wm.  C.  Byer  died  in  Fabius,  N.  Y.,  of  paralysis,  Oct.  30,  "1888,  aged  54 
years  and  5  months.  Spending  most  of  his  early  years  at  work  at  the  anvH  ic.  his 
father's  shop,  who  lived  at  first  in  Eiiton,  and  afcerwaids  in  Clinton,  N.  Y.,  his 
educational  advantages  were  limited.  He  was  converted  under  the  labors  of  the 
Methodists,  b^  whom  he  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1839.  Becoming  dissatisfied 
with  the  position  of  the  Methodists  upon  the  questions  of  baptism  and  American 
slavery,  be  united  with  the  F.  Bajptists  and  was  ordiflned  by  them  in  ]8<I2.  He  la- 
bored snccessfally  in  revivals,  and  during  his  ministry  baptized  t^ome  five  hundied 
converts.  In  the  spring  of  1866,  he  received  his  first  shock  ot  paralysis,  from  the 
effects  of  which  he  partially  recoveied.  He  received  another  only  two  dajsbe 
Ibie  his  death,  wbich  proved  fatal.  Although  compelled  to  spend  much  of  his 
time  in  manual  labor,  he  was  an  earnest  and  successful  preacher.  A  widow  and 
six  children  mourn  his  departure. 

Rev.  Richabd  M.  Gary  died  in  Johnstown,  Wis.,  Oct.  IG,  1868,  aged  73  years 
iuid  10  months.  He  was  born,  and  ppent  his  early  years  in  Vermont.  In  180G,  his 
faiher*8  family  removed  to  western  N.  Y.,  and  settled  in  Boston,  £rie  Co.  Ex- 
posed to  the  toils  and  hardships  of  a  new  country,  his  educational  advantages 
were  lim'ted.  In  1816.  he  was  converted  under  the  labors  of  Rev.  Jeremiah  hoi- 
8om,  the  first  F.  Baptist  missionary  in  that  reg'ion.  He  preached  his  first  sermon 
daring  the  same  year,  and  commenced  at  once  to  labor  for  the  salvation  of  Pin- 
oers  in  his  own  town  and  neiKhboring  towns.  In  1820  he  was  ordained.  During 
the  next  year  he  assisted  in  the  O'sranizatinn  of  the  Holland  Purchase  Y.  M.  From 
this  time  onward,  he  was  unceasing  in  his  labors  in  preaching  the  gospel,  organ- 
izing churches  and  rendering  whatever  service  the  Master  required.  In  18*2,  he 
removed  to  Johnstown,  Wis.,  the  i)Iace  of  hin  deith.  Here  b«  also  took  a  lead 
ing  part  in  planting  churches  and  orsranizing  Quarterly  and  Yearly  Meetings,  and 
dl^  not  cea-e  bis  libors  until  called  home  to  rest.  He  was  a  man  of  more  than 
medium  intell«ot,  sound  judgment  and  earnest  convictions.  His  preaching  was 
Biblical  and  impressive-  An  >»ged  widow  and  seven  surviving  cnildren  mourn 
the  lofls  of  a  k^nd  and  indulgent  husband  and  father. 

Rev.  Wm.  D.  Caswell  died  in  Edwards  Co..  111.,  April  80,  18C8.  He  was  bom 
in  Mass.,  where  he  spent  his  early  years.  In  1831,  he  removed  with?his  parents  to 
the  state  of  N.  Y.  In  1845,after  secretly  entertaining  a  hope  in  Christ  for  about  five 
years,  he  united  with  the  F.  Baptist  church  in  Lyndon.  He  was  licensed  to  preacli 
in  1853,  but  he  was  not  ordained  until  eleven  years  subsequently.  He  labored 
successfully  in  vamous .fields  in  New  York  and  Illinois. 

Rev.  Aldkn  Cobb  died  in  Middlesex,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  10, 1868,  aged  66  years    and  5 
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monthfl.  In  1833,  at  the  ajr^ol  31,  he  g:»v«  hi-*  heart  to  Go«1,  and  hU  atteDtion  jtrs 
»o  n  aftflr\»ar<iM  turand  to  the  work  <>(  the  nurii«»trv.  His  latiorb  we'*e  ronrtiiHrl 
Jar^elv  to  the  D  iuviIIp,  Mi.ldl^^bHx,  Norli  Putter,  Spaila.  Italy,  ScotP  Bay  and 
.iiMiisaleni  ciiuiches.  lie  was  ever  eaiuett  and  aciive  aud  liia  labujfc  wtreiiot  m 
vain. 

Kev.  Ebrvfzer  Cobb  die'' in  Lim'npt-n,  Me  ,  Nov.  19.  agfd  7^  ye-irs  and  6 
moi  tua.  He  w  iH  a  pro^rB^iQg  CHrisii'ii  for  some  loity  year-,  dunng  tbe  I'lr^rer 
poiti  »n  of  whU'ti  lime,  he  sorvtd  tlin  church  ot  wii<rh  ^  e  was  a  inem»»er  in  the  ca- 
liacity  <tf  dtjaron.

Converted  in  early  life,  hegradua'ed  at  Watei  ville  College  in  the  ciaseof  1850,  *nd 
wan  sot  apart  t  J  the  work  of  the  inini^iry  in  186u.  He  was  a  faithft.1  servant  of 
God. 

Kkv.  John MroG  died  in  Y.)rlc,  Ohio.  Sept  ?7, 1838,  aged  f  6  years  Born  in  Marr- 
land,  he  tpent  bib  early  ypjiri  in  that  si  ate  and  New  York.  His  an  eptors  were 
Eng  ish  Episcop«1iai.p,  but  his  step  fiif-er  hei^g*  Rom»-n  Catholic.

Rev.  Wm.  C  Witham  died  in  Bmkaeld,  Me.,  July  23, 1868,  aged  76  years.  lie 
was  converted  in  FariH,  Me.,  in  1821,  and  was  ordiiued  in  the  fcame  town  ia  1821).

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East  Church.— the  latter  being  found  in  ^Vla^ka.  In  the  British  Provinces,  with  a 
population  of  3,880,000,  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  1.700,000  Roman  CatholicB  and 
2,100,000  Protestants.  In  all  the  otliur  count*  ies  on  the  American  continent, 
except  the  Dutch  Possessions,  the  Roman  Catholic  population  largely  pre- 
ponderates. 

In  Europe  the  Protestant  population  exceeds  the  Roman  Catholic  only  in  Great 
Britan,  Norway  and  Sweden,  the  Noith  German  Confederation,  Switzerland, 
Holland  and  Luxemberg,  Denmark,  Faro  and  Iceland.  lu  Russia  with  a  popula- 
tion of  above  67,000,00  sit  is  eKlmated  that  there  are  6,709,000  Roman  Catholics, 
4,12-2,000  Protestants,  and  o2,810,000  ol  the  East  Church. 

The  Presbyterians  in  the  United  States  are  divided  into  the  Old  School,  the  New 
School,  United  and  Cumberland,  the  Presbyterians  South,  and  several  minor 
bodies.  The  division  betvveen  the  two  larger  bodies,  the  Old  School  and  the  New 
School,took  place  in  1837.  For  the  last  two  or  three  years  tDe  question  of  re-union 
has  been  agitated,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Assembly  of  ea^^'h  of 
these  bodies  Leld  in  May,  18(59,  measures  were  adopted  which  will,  it  is  tliouj^t, 
result  in  its  consummation. 

The  Old  School  Presbyterian  church  is  composed  of  26  Synods,  divided  into  142 
Presbyteries,  embraciog  2,757  churches,  and  has  a  membership  of  252,555.  There 
are  connected  with  the  body  2,553  minist«>rs,  223  of  whom  are  licentiates.  Dunng 
the  j;ear  1868,102  churches  were  organized,  and  6,191  adults  and  11,212  infants  were 
baptized. 

The  New  School  Presbytf  rfan  church  is  composed  of  23  Synods,  divided  into  Ul 
Presbyteries,  embracing  1,590  chuiche^,  and  nas  a  membership  of  168,932.  There 
»re  connected  with  the  body,  1921  ministers,  of  whom  421  are  licentiates.  During 
the  year  1868  there  were  3,805  adults  and  4,967  infants  baptized.  * 

The  United  Presbyterian  church  is  composed  of  7  Synods,  64  Presbyteries,  and 
has  a  membership  of  65,612.    There  are  connected  with  the  body  401  ministers. 

The  Cumberland  Presbyterian  church  has  130,000  communicants,  and  1,500  minis- 
ters- The  Presbyterian  church  South  has  76,049  communicants,  1298  chorches, 
and  786  ministers. 

Each  Branch  of  the  Presbyterian  church  maintains  mission,  educational  and 
publishing  enterprises  of  its  own. 

The  Congregationalists  are  found  chiefly  in  New  England  and  the  Northwest, 
thougli  they  have  churches  in  35  states  and  territories.  They  report  2,951  churches, 
a  membership  of  291,042,  and  3,070  ministers.  Of  their  membership,  39,915  are 
"  absent.''  They  have  690  vacant  churches.  In  Massachusetts,  where  the  the  de- 
nomination is  relatively  strongest,  it  has  496  churches,  and  79,521  members.  The 
Congreffationallsts  co-operate  with  the  American  Board,  the  American  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  the  American  Miesionflrv  Association,  the  American  Education 
Society,  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Collegiate  and  Theulogical  Education  at 
the  West,  the  American  Bible  Society,  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian 
Union,  the  Congregational  Board  of  Publication,  the  American  Congregational 
Association,  the.  Massachusetts  Sabbath  School  Society,  and  the  objects  of  the 
American  Tract  Societies. 

The  Baptists  in  the  United  States  are  divided  into  Calvinistic  or  Close  Commu- 
nion Baptists.  Freewill  Baptists,  Disciples  or  Campbellites,  Anti-Mission  Baptists, 
General  Baptists,  Six  Principle  Bajptists,  Seventh-Day  Baptists,  the  Church  of 
God  or  Wiaeorennarians,  the  Christian  Connection,aud  others. 

The  Calvinistic  Baptists  embrace  609  Associations,  and  have  12,955  churches, 
and  a  membership  of  1,094,8U6.  There  are  connected  with  the  Baptists,  the  Amer- 
ican Baptist  Publication  Society,  the  American  Baptist  Historical  Society,  the 
American  Baptist  Missionary  Union,  and  the  Baptist  Home  Missionary  Society, 
the  anniversaries  of  which  are  held  in  May.  The  receipts  of  the  last  liamed  so- 
ciety, for  the  year  ending  May,  1868,  were  $135,736  ;12. 

The  Disciples,  or  Campbellites,  have  a  membership  of  500,000,  and  6000  church 
es;  the  Anti-Mission  Baptists,  a  memberi-hip  of  105,000,  and  1,800  churches:  the 
Seventh-Day  Baptists,  a  membership  of  7,038,  and 68  churches:  and  six  Associa- 
tions of  the  United  Baptists  report  a  membership  of  4,743. 

The  Church  of  God,  or  Winebrennarians,  has  a  membership  of  20,000  to  30  000 
about  400  churches,  and  350  ministers.  The  body  is,  in  faith,  Arminian,  in  practi.e 
Baptist,  but  open  communion,  and,  in  church  government,  Presbyterian.    The  de- 
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nomination  oiijrinat»'<l  in  1830,  in  ftn.ovemftnt  in  which  J«'hn  Winel>rcnner,  pre- 
vii>ualy  u  mtnibter  of  ihe  Geii<3ral  Relorm  Church,  was  m<jtt  piomiiiet  t.

Thu  United  Brethren  are  composed  of  33  Conferences,  and  have  a  membership 
ori08,l.'2,  f  Mind  in  3  6().i  societiuH.  They  ivport  834  itinerant  pi'eachf^is,  aixl  783 
lo-'.al  preacliers.  They  bUs taiu  missioa  and  educalioaul  euterpii  eci,  and  x)ublirh 
several  periodicals. 

The  Lnth'rans  in  the  Uniced  States  report  51  synod",  1,792  mini-t-rs,  3,182 
ohiirc'.h»-H,  and  350  088  r.ouimunicauts.  Thty  have  nine  theological  iubtitutious, 
17  CO  leges,  and  8  female  bcminaiies. 

The  Unitiiians  in  the  United  States  report  315  socieliep,  and  383  ministers. 
Tn»-y  hav«  a  National  Con  erence,  fincl  16  local  conft-ronces.  Thert'  are  also  13 
ministerial  assouiatLmA.  Th'^  tirsr.  Uidtarian  chup'hes  in  Anieri<"a  wrre  offshoias 
from  tlie  C'>n<re^atP»nal  churolus  whii-h  sHparaleil  on  questions  of  pra«ai«5«  as 
Well  as  of  doctrine.  At  present  there  is  snmethm  if  of  a  ^clii^iu  in  th-  oeii'»mina- 
tiou  over  the  question  of  the  Lordsh  p  of  Chnbt.  For  the  past  few  yean  the  body 
has  been  quitt;  ^g^ressive  in  its  m  jvements. 

The  Univ  rraliats  in  the  United  States  report  83  associations,  793  socielips,  nnd 
583  m'uisters.  Thirty  new  societies  were  oigamzed  in  18J8.  Theymtintam  mifc- 
t-ion  societies,  and  educiiional  and  publishing  enterprists.  The  eentt  naiy  of  the 
denomination  will  be  celebrated  the  present  year  in  Gloucester,  Mass.,  where 
Jdnn  Murraj,  its  founder,  con  menceu  prea«-hing  one  huudred  years  ago. 

The  German  Reformed  eburrb  in  the  United  States  reports  5a'5  ministers,  1.181 
aoD/freffdtluns,  115,483 membera,  and  48,188  uuconHimed  mem\>«ia. 
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The  churo-h  of  the  New  Jerusalem  has  a  membership  of  3,659,  connected  w«th 
05  Kocieiies.  Inadflition  to  these,  theie  are  several  independent  Bociedes.  The 
Chiircli  is  represented  bj  societies,  or  by  receivers,  in  about  620  places  in  the 
United  States  and  British  North  America. 

The  Moravians  in  America  and  Europe  number  15,l.">o  communicants,  and  24,- 
450  persons  in  connection. 

The  Friends  are  composed  of  12  Yearly  Meetings,  0  of  which  are  in  the  United 
States.  Those  of  New  England,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  North 
Ciirrilina  Hreof  very  venerable  standin?.  The  others  have  grown  with  the  gTi»wtii 
of  (tur  H'estem  settlements.  One  in  Indiana  contains  a  membership  of  14,0  0. 
There  is  a  legular  cunespondence  between  all  the  Yearly  Meetinvs  except  that  of 
Philadelphia,  which  has  become  in  a  detn/ee  i^^olated  from  the  others,  on  account 
of  its  retrognizing,  as  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  Ohio,  a  body  which  the  other  Yearly 
Meetings  do  not  regard  as  such. 

A  society  of"  Progressive  Friends**  was  organized  in  1855,  in  Kennett.  Chester 
Co.,  Pa.  Tnough  they  hold  to  liberal  sentiments,  and  every  one  U  at  liberty  to 
utter  his  opinions  ujion  any  question  of  do'  trine  or  duty,  the  society  habitually 
busies  itself  with  questions  of  practical  reform. 

The  following  is  reported  as  the  number  of  Jews  in  the  countries  named:

Missionary    Opei^ations. 

The  principal  countries  in  which  Pi-otestant  Missions  are  carried  on,  are  India, 
Burniah,  China,  Japan,  Persia,  T.rkoy,  Eastern,  Southern  and  Western  Asrica, 
Mudagasi-.ar,  Polynesia^  the  Sandwich  islands,  Greenland,  Labrador  and  the 
West  indies,  togetner  with  several  of  the  countries  of  Europe  and  South  America. 

These  mission  enterprises  are  condu^^ted,  lor  the  most  part,  by  fhe  American 
Board  (Congregational  and  New  Schod  Presbyteriau;,  the  Old  School  Presby- 
terian Bo*r<l  of  Missions,  the  Board  of  the  United  Presbyterian  church,  the  Bap- 
tiht  Mibsionary  Uui<m,  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  rhnrch, 
tlie  Moravians,  the  Lutherans,  the  lleformnd  Church,  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
the  IM'otestant  Episcopal  Church,  the  London  Mis-^ionary  Society,  the  SocieW 
for  tlic  Pn)])agation  or  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  parts  (Church  of  England),  Church 
aiissionary  Society  (Church  of  England),  etc. 

Tiicreceiptsofthe  American  Board  for  the  year  ending  Oct.,  1868,  were  i635,- 
838.0'),  while  the  expenditures  were  $530,835.65  The  Board  has  in  all  13  Missions, 
98  stations  and  511  out  stations.  These  stations  are  principally  in  Turkey, 
Greece,  Persia,  Madura,  Ceylon,  China,  and  the  Inlands  of  the  Pacific.  There 
are  employed  in  them  3;J2  missionaries,  of  whom  183  are  female  aseisfants,  to- 
gether with  905  native  assistant'',  who  are  employed  as  preachers,  catechists, 
teachers,  etc.  There  were  printed,  during  the  year,  by  the  mission  presses,  as 
far  as  reported,  6,258,000  pages,  'j  here  were  reported  220  churches,  with  which 
were  connected  25,5:}8  communicants,  of  whom  1,821  were  a«iried  during  the  year. 
Tlicre  were  connected  with  the  various  schools  under  the  direction  of  ihe  Board, 
18,052  pupils. 

The  (Ud  School  Presbyterian  Board  of  Missions  has  stations  in  several  of  the 
countries  of  South  America,  West  Africa,  India,  China  and  Japan.  It  has  in  all 
79  American  Missionaries  and  22  native  helpers  in  the  countries  in  which 'it  oper-

The  Union  has  missions  in  the  following  European  countries :    France,  Germany, 
Denmark,  Holland,  Switzerland,  Poland  nnil  Uusbia.    Theise  miHsions  are  the  nkObt 
extensive  in  Germany,  wherf  there  are  {)54  stations  and  out-stations,  and  (>7churt'/h- 
es,  with  12,631  members.    Total  of  Euiopeau  roisbions,  1.118  stauons,  with  230  miu- 
isteis,  colporteurs,  etc.,  and  upwards  ot  10,000  members. 

The  F.3apti6t  mission  in  India  Includes  four  stations;— Mldnapore,  Santiporc, 
Jellasore  and  Bala  ore.  There  are  employed  at  thcRC  stations,  in  the  aggregate, 
twelve  American  mis Hionaries,— five  males  aud  scv^n  females, — and  nine  naiivc 
and  lay  helpers,  in  all  twenty-one.  Of  these,  Rev.  O,  B.  Bachelcr  and  wife,  Kev. 
J.  L.  Phillips  and  wife,  Miss  Julia  E.Phillips,  and  four  native  and  lay  helpers,  are 
at  Mldnapore;  Bev.  J.  Phillips  and  wife,  and  one  native  picacher,  are  at  Santi- 
porc; Hiss  L.  Crawford,  and  two  native  and  lay  helpers,  are  at  Jellasore;  and 
Rev.  B.  B.  Smith  and  wife.  Rev.  E.  C.  B.  Ilallam  and  wife,  and  two  native  an<l  lay 
helpers,  are  at  Balasore.  There  is  a  church  ht  each  of  these  stations.  The  wiiole 
number  of  baptisms  for  the  vear  endicg  February,  1809,  was  f>S,  The  whole  uuni 
ber  of  (harchmemberb  is  191,  About  000  Sabbath  bchool  scholars  are  taught  in 
the  schools.  The  churches  contributed  for  n-li^ ions  purposes  $050,  or  more  than 
$3  per  member.  Nearly  half  a  million  pages  have  been  issued  Irom  the  printing- 
press  at  Midnapore,  and,  alter  paying  the  current  expenses  of  managing  the  prcHH, 
moie  than  $250  from  its  procecdf-  have  been  expended  in  purchasing  new  type,  and 
nearly  that  amount  appropriated  for  other  uiis « ion ary  purposes*  Nearly  $0,u<k) 
has  been  received  from  various  sources  in  India  in  aid  o'f  various  undo  takings  iu 
connection  with  the  mission,  and  not  a  little  direct  personal  encouragement  has 
been  given  by  officers  and  iofluential  foreign»'rs  resident  in  the  country.  There 
has  also  been  bazar  preaching,  extended  tours  for  the  distribution  of  tracts,  pri- 
vate talks  and  public  discourses,  the  labor  in  the  Zinanas,  the  treatment  of  the 
sick  at  the  D^pensary,  the  maintenance  and  supervision  of  more  than  thirty 
schools  among  the  Santals,  manngement  of  the  Orphan  Asylums,  the  work  of  trans, 
lation  and  printmg,  talks  with  inquirers  and  supervision  of  industrial  efforts,  &c. 
Rev.  Arthur  Mdier,  stationed  for  nearly  ten  years  at  Balabore,  ana  Bhekuri 
Naika,  a  native  preacher,  died  during  the  year,  and  Rev.  B.  B.  Smith  and  wiie, 
aher  a  sojourn  of  several  years  in  America,rejoined  their  co-laborers  in  the  mission. 

The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  missions  in  Afri- 
ca, South  America,  China,  Germany,  Switzerland,  Scandinavia,  India,  and  a  few 
other  couiftries.  There  were  appropriated  to  these  missions  for  the  year  18(»S), 
$275,866.78.  There  are  employed  in  the  several  missions  120  missionaries  and  137 
assistants,  and  there  is  reported  a  membership  of  13,003. 

The  Moravians  have  missions  in  the  West  Indies,  Labrador,  Greenland,  Surinam, 
South  Africa,  Mosquito  Coast,  Auntralia,  West  Himalaya,  and  among  the  North 
American  Indians.  They  have  70  stations  apart  from  those  in  South  Alrica,  the 
number  of  which  is  not  given,  and  in  all  155  missionaries,  besides  native  helpers, 
and  a  membership  of  6^.248.  The  total  of  membership  includes  baptized  adults, 
candidates,  persons  under  discipline,  children,  etc. 

The  American  Reformed  Church  has  missions  in  India  and  Japan.  The  mission 
in  India  was  organized  in  1854.  There  are  connected  with  it,  13  churches  and  34 
out-stations.  Four  hundred  and  thirtv-uine  communicants  are  reported.  The 
Japan  mission  was  organized  in  1859.  There  are  connected  with  it  3  missionaries 
with  their  wives.    The  receipts  for  Foreign  Missions,  for  1808,  were  $53,472.91. 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States 
has  missions  in  Africa,  China,  Japan,  Hay  ti  and  Greece.  In  connection  with  thesie 
missions  there  are  28  stations,  at  which  there  are  employed  17  missionaries,  U 
nativepreachers,  43  assistants,  and  35  teachers  and  cacecbists.  Number  ot  com- 
mtmicants  reported,  627, 
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The  Amerii'^an  Mi-sionary  Association  was  formed  in  18iG,  from  several  small 
orjranizHlionp,  whir.h  werethf  roMilt  of  a  ^frowmjr  «ii9-a  isf.i'iion  uith  iheoompar 
ative  silence  of  the  oMtT  Minsionary  Socirtiehin  regard  to  slavers ,  and  w*«e  a 
protest  «K»*'n-t  it.  The  n^ri^iptg  for  trie  l>i-t  year  for  whi -h  we  have  a  repo»t, 
were  f 304,094,  of  whicti  $26"' ,9  "0  were  r»rceiv»*<Hn  regular  coiitribiitiooH  from  the 
churches,  $3,577  from  the  iiro<iP(^d.s  of  the  Missi'm  in  >iam,  and  $31,608  w*-re  con- 
tribute*!  for  ihti  wnrk  ot  the  society  among  tlie  i'Voedmen,  but  noc  tianPTriMe*!

making  a  total  of  $5I9,  '14  d\  while  the  f  xpendituies  were $517,979  85.  Puiing  ibe 
ye  ir  the  Society  publi  bed  9,335,934  trncts  and  volumes  havint?  an  ag^esrateof 
2'i5,'40  640  pngfs,  and  circulated  7,556,324  copies  of  tracts  and  volumes,  one 
huud red  and  ninety- teven  new  publications  were  issued  in  English,  Genman, 
Sp>jni**h,  PoitugUHse  and. American,  makinif  the  whole  number  on  the  8o*'i«iv*- 
lis^,  3,981.  The  grand  total  of  its  pubJicatinns  f-ince  its  turmation  is  296,80:$.887' 
tra<t-<  ani  volumes  having  an  affsrregat^  of  7,199,469,18i  pafires.  Dating  the  je»ir, 
the  Society  employed  two  hundr*  d  and  pev^nty-ihreecolpoitenrs  who  labored  in 
twtnty-tliree  states  anil  the  British  provincep.  S«»me  idea  of  the  growth  of  the 
Society  may  be  obtained  from  comonrlng  the  r<  ceipts  of  the  vear  1822,  of  all  the 
tract  societies  in  the  country,  $2,500  iu  douations,  and  $4,000  in  sales  with  the 
figures  above  given.

Seventy-three  new  works  ue  e  ad^e«l 
td  the  ist,  makinif  the  number  of  publications  927.  There  were  printed  8,445.000 
panes  of  tracts,  474,00i>  pages  of  stitched  pamphletp,  and  3,246,000  copies  of  the  ttiree 
papers  published  bv  the  society.  Publii-ations  were  gratuiiou&lj  distributed  to 
the  xmount  of  $29,775.ft9  reckoned  at  cost. 

Early  in  the  year  1838,  these  two  so<detiea  entered  into  an  arrangement  to 
secure  harmony  of  ac  ion,  but  it  was  subsequently  rescinded  bv  the  Boston  Soci- 
ety..

.8  the  act  of  the  Romish  authoritieR  ia  call  lag  an  (Ecumenical  Council  at 
ne,  is  excitinf^  great  attention,  as*  the  document  oonvolcing  it  Ih  Home- 
at  remarkable,  and  as  the  proceeditvrR  and  reMilts  of  this  assembi)'  are 
•ly  to  be  of  no  little  significance,  we  insert  whbt  is  known  as  the  '*  Bull 
invocation,"  issued  by  Pius  IX.,  from  the  Vatican.  The  last  of  the 
eteen  great  Councils  that  have  been  convened  wa.s  that  of  Trent,  called 
the  purpose  of  arrestinsr  the  development  of  Protestantism  after  tho 
imencement  of  the  grieat  U»^ormatioa.  It  was  held  1645^1563,  cover- 
a  period  of  18  years.  More  than  300  year^  have  elapsed  since  that 
mvi)  dissolved.    The  revival  of  tbU  expedient  for  ftU«iVK^«Q\»%  XNi^ 
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Papacy  at  this  time,  when  the  Rominh  Church  Is  so  rapidly  losing  power 
and  prestige  in  the.  countries  over  which  she  has  so  long  held  sway,  and 
when  the  human  mind  is  becoming  impatient  of  ecclesiastical  authurir.ji«  is 
something  noticeable  and  curious.  The  Bull  is  a  characteristic  docoHient. 
and  the  invitations  to  the  Orientnl  and  Protestant  Churches  that  follow 
have  excited  no  little  interest.  We  give  them  as  something  worth  pre- 
serving: 

Pius's  Bull  of  Cox\'OCation.  '^The  only  begotten  Son  of  the  Eternal 
Father,  out  of  the  great  love  which  He  bore  unto  us,  descended  from  His 
celcbtial  throne,  in  order  to  redeem,  in  the  fullness  of  timp,the  whole  human 
race  from  the  yoke  of  sin  and  from  bondage  to  Satan  and  the  darkness  of 
terror  in  which,  by  the  fault  of  their  first  parent,  they  had  long  since  mi!*- 
erably  fallen;  and  He,  not  declining  from  the  paternal  gfory,  was  bom  of 
the  Immaculate  and  Most  Holy  Virgin  Mary,  and  manifested  His  doctrue 
and  the  rule  of  life  brought  from  heaven,  attesting  it  with  so  many  excellent 
works,  and  giving  Himself  up  as  an  offering  for  us  and  as  a  victim  to  God  in 
the  odor  of  sanctity;  and,  having  vanquished  death,  He,  before  a«cendiDK 
into  heaven  to  sit  upon  the  right  hand  of  the  Father,  sent  His  apostles  into 
the  world  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,  and  gave  to  them  the 
power  of  ruling  the  Church  purchased  by  His  own  blr)od,  and  thus  consti- 
tuted what  is  the  column  and  tirmament  of  truth  ;  and,  enriched  by  celebtial 
treasures,  shows  the  certain  path  of  salvation  and  the  light  of  true  doctrine 
to  all  people.  In  order,  then,  that  the  government  of  the  Church  should  be 
ever  maiutained  in  a  ri^ht  and  well-ordered  course,  and  that  the  whole 
Christian  world  should  uphold  one  sole  faith,  doctrine,  charity,  and  com- 
ninnitm.  He  promised  Bis  aid  unto  the  end  of  time,  and  chose  Peter,  whom 
he  had  declared  to  be  Prince  of  the  Apostles.  His  Yicar  on  earth,  and  head, 
foundation,  and  center  of  the  Church,  so  that,  invested  with  this  rank  and 
honor,  and  with  amplitude  of  chief  and  full  authority,  power,  and  jurisdio* 
tion,  he  should  feed  the  sheep  and  the  lambs,  confirm  the  brethren,  rule  the 
universal  Church,  and  be  the  gate-keeper  of  heaven,  and  arbiter  to  bind  and 
to  loose;  the  effect  of  his  judgment  remaining  unaltered  in  heaven  (3.  Leo, 
Serm.  11). 

**  And  that  the  unity  and  integrity  of  the  Church  and  her  govemihent 
might  remain  perpetually  immutable,  therefore  the  Roman  Pontiffs,  success- 
ors of  St.  Peter,  sitting  in  this  same  Roman  chair  of  Peter,  inherit  and  pos- 
sess in  full  vigor  the  very  same  supreme  authority,  jurisdiction,  and  primacy 
of  Peter  over  the  whole  Church. 

**Hence  the  Roman  Pontiff?*,  using  their  pastoral  care  and  authority  over 
the  whole  flock  of  the  Lord  divinely  entrusted  to  them  by  Christ  himself  in 
the  person  of  the  blessed  Peter,  have  spared  no  fatigue  in  making  every 
possible  provision,  in  order  that,  from  the  rising  to  the  setting  sun,  all  peo- 
ple and  all  nations  should  have  knowledge  of  the  evangelical  doctrine,  and 
by  walking  in  the  way  of  truth  and  justice,  attain  eternal  life. 

***lt  is  known  to  all  with  what  unwearying  care  the  Roman  Pontiffs  have 
sought  to  preserve  the  deposit  of  the  faith,  the  discipline  of  the  clergy,  and 
the  holy  and  learned  teachings,  and  the  sanctity  and  dignity  of  matrimony, 
and  to  promote  and  extend  the  education  of  tljp  youth  of  both  sexes,  to  fos- 
ter the  religion  and  piety  of  the  people,  and  virtuous  manners,  to  defend 
justice,  and  to  assure  the  tranquility,  order,  prosperity,  and  rights  of  civil 
society.  Nor  have  the  Pontiffs  omitted,  when  they  have  deemed  it  useflil, 
especially  in  times  of  great  perturbation  and  calamity,  for  our  most  holy  re- 
ligion and  civil  society,  to  convoke  General  Councils,  to  the  end  that,  by 
consultinj^with  all  the  Bishops  of  the  Catholic  world,  whom  the  Holy  Ghost 
has  appointed  to  rule  the  Lord's  Church,  they  might,  by  their  united 
strength,  providentially  and  wisely  ordain  all  those  things  that  would  chiefly 
serve  to  define  the  dogmas  of  the  faith,  dispel  errors  already  propagated,  or 
that  might  thenceforward  be  propagated,  illustrate  and  elucidate  doctrine, 
uphold  and  reform  ecclesiastical  discipline,  and  correct  the  corrupt  man- 
ners of  peoples.  *^ 

Impending  Danger.    "It  is  already  known  and  maniifest  to  all  how 

horrible  a  fempest  now  agitates  the  Church,  and  Nvhat  erievous  ills  afHict 

cJvil  bociety.    The  Catholic  Church,  ber  eaiman  ^otVtVsi^,  \vfex  N^t^sms^tj, 
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power,  and  the  supreme  aathority  of  this  Apostolic  See,  are   opposed  and 
set.  at  nausht  by  the  bitter  enemies  of  GimI  and  man.    Ail  ^«ac^ed  thin^'*  are 
contemned,  eccleHiastical  property  i«(  plundered,  bi^^hop^t  and   honored  m^'n 
attairhed  to  the  divine  ministry,  and  men   distini^ui^bed  tor  their  Catholic 
sentiment*,  are  trouliled  in  every  way,  and  religious  families  suppressed. 
Impious  h«K>lc8  of  every  kind,  pestilent  journals,    and  multitudinous  und 
most  pernicious  sects  are  8prea<l  abroad  on  all  sides.     The  education  of  the 
unhappy  ^oung  is  nearly  everywhere  withdrawn  from  the  clergy,  and,  what 
is  worse,  IS  in  many  places  confided  to  ma^^ters  of  impiety  and  error.  .  .  . 
I      **ThereforB,  after  most  fervent  prayer  offered  up  day  ami   nijfht.  in   the 
\  humility  of  our  heart  to  God  the  Father  of  li{<ht,  wehave  judged  it  to  be 
expedient  that  this  council  should  be  assembled.    For  this  cause,  strong  in 
the  authority  of  God  the  Feather  Almighty,  the  son,  and  the  Holy  G>io!«t. 
and  of  the  holy  apostles,  Peter  and  Paul,  which  authority  we  repre^ent  on 
earth,  we,  with  the  counsel  and  consent  of  our  venerable  brethren,  the  <'ar- 
dinalsof  the  holy  Roman  Church,  by  these   present  letters,  announce,  con- 
voke, and  ordain  the  sacredCEi'-umenical  and  G^'UtTul  Council  to  be  hoUlen 
in  that  otir  city  of  Rome  in  the  cx)ming  V ear,  1809,  in  the  Vatican  Bi^ilica. 
commencing  upon  the  8th  day  of  December,  sacred  to  the  immaculate  con- 
ception of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  to  be  prosecuted  and  conducted  to  its  ter- 
mination by  the  help  of  God,  to  His  giory,  and  to  the  salvation  of  ail 
Christian  peoples. 

The  Hope  of  the  World.  "We  therefore  desire  and  command  that  our 
venerable  brethren,  the  patriarchs,  archbishops,  bishops,  as  also  our  be- 
loved SODS,  the  abbots,  and  all  others  who,  by  right  or  privilege,  are  entitled 
to  sit  in  general  councils,  and  to  manifest  their  opinions  to  the  same,  should, 
from  all  parts,  repair  to  this  CBcumenical  Council,  convoked  by  us,  and  to 
this  effect  we  invite,  exhort,  and  admonish  them,  buth  in  virtue  of  the  oath 
they  have  taken  to  us  and  this  holy  See,  and  of  holy  obedience,  and  under 
the  penalties  by  law  or  custom,  decreed  against  those  who  fail  to  appear  at 
the  councils.  We  rigorously  ordain  and  prescribe  that  they  shall  be  bound 
to  attend  this  sacred  Council,  unless  withheld  by  some  just  impediment, 
which,  however,  must  in  all  cases  be  proved  to  the  Synod  by  the  interme- 
diary of  legitimate  proxies 

"Xo  man  will  be  at  liberty  to  oppose  or  rashly  contravene  this  our  indio- 
tion,  announcement, convocation,  statute,  decree,  commani,  precept,  and 
invitHtion.  And  if  any  shall  presume  to  attempt  this,  let  him  know  that 
be  will  incur  the  wrath  of  Almighty  God,  and  of  Uis  blessed  apostles,  Peter 
and  Paul. 

**Given  at  Rome,  at  St.  Peter,  in  the  year  of  the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord, 
1868.  on  the  29th  of  June,  in  the  23d  year  of  our  Pontificate, 
*-L.  t.S.  t  Pius,

Invitation  to  the  Oriental  Churches.    On  the  8th  of  September, 
the  following  invitation  was  issued  to  the  oriental  Bishops: 

"Placed  by  the  impenetrable  designs  of  Divine  Providence,  without  any 
merit  of  our  own,  on  this  sublime  see,  as  heir  of  the  Ble>sed  Prince  of  jhe 
Api»stles,  who,  *in  virtue  of  the  prerogative  wh4<'-h  God  vouchsafed  to  him. 
is  the  solid  and  immovable  rock  on  whi<?h  the  Saviour  has  built  His  Church,' 
and  impelled  by  the  anxiety  which  we  feel  from  the  burden  placed  upon 
us,  we  ardently  desire  and  endeavor  to  ext^^ud  our  carw  to  all  who,  in  every 
part  of  the  world,  bear  the  name  of  Christians,  and  to  draw  them  within  the 
emhrace.sof  our  paternal  love.  We  could  not,  without  great  peril  to  <»ur 
neglect,  any  part  of  this  Christian  people,  who  purchased  by  the  precious 
blood  of  the  Saviour,  and  admitted  to  the  sheepfold  of  the  Lord  bv  ihe 
waters  of  baptism,  have  a  demand  upon  us  for  all  our  vi^tilance.  Oblige, 
then,  to  devote,  without,  intermission,  our  thoughts  and  our  cures  to  the 
saivtttion  of  all  lho-«e  who  acknowledged  and  wdore  Je>us  Christ,  our  eyes 
and  heart  are  turned  toward  those  churches  which,  formerly   attached   to 

J  the  Apostolic  Church  by  tie  bonds  of  unity,  were  so  flourishing  by   the 
merir  of  sanctity  and  divine  knewledge,  producing  such  abnndaut  fruits  for 
the  glory  of  CHfd  and  the  aulvatioa  of  souls,  and  ^ftdcb.  Xft-Ok>Jk^,\i^  Wxfc  m- \\ 
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fernal  art  and  machinations  of  him  who  plottf^d  in  heaven  the  first  schtRm, 
we  find,  to  our  great  grief,  eloined  and  separated  from  that  holy  Roman 
Oharch  which  is  spread  throughout  tbe  whole  world. 

*'It  is  for  this  reason  that,  from  the  beginning  of  our  Pontificate,  we  have 
addressed  you,  in  tbe  fullness  of  our  heart,  words  of  peace  and  charity. 
And,  although  we  have  not  had,  by  any  mejin<»,  the  success  we  so  ardently 
dehired.  nevertheless  we  have  nev^r  b-en  without  hop^thnt  our  humble 
and  fervent  prayers  would  some  diy  be  favorably  received  an<i  heard,  by  tbe 
infinite  mercy  and  goodness  of  the  Author  of  Salvation  and  Peace,  *who  has 
brought  salvation  to  the  world,  and  who,'  in  cr>ming  from  heaven  to  testify 
how  agreeable  was  peace  to  Him,  and  should  be  to  every  one,  since  He  had 
announced  it  from  His  birth,  by  the  m(»utbs  of  angels,  to  men  of  good-will, 
who,  in  living  among  these  same  men,  has  taught  it  to  them  by  His  words, 
and  preached  it  to  them  by  His  examples.' 

*'Now,as  lately,  with  the  advice  of  our  venerable  brothers,  the  Cardinals 
of  the  holy  Roman  Church,  we  have  Indicat**d  and  (convoked  an  CEcumen- 
ical  Council, to  be  opened  in  Rome  on  iVcember  8th  of  next  >ear,  the  Feant 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  Mother  of  God;  we 
add resH  our  words  to  you  again,  and  we  conjure,  warn,  and  entreat  you, 
with  all  the  earnestness  we  are  capable  of.  to  come  to  this  same  General 
Assembly,  as  did  your  ancestors  to  the  council  of  Lyons,  held  under  the 
blessed  Gregory  X.,  our  predecessor  of  venerable  memory,  and  to  the  coun- 
cil of  Florence,  celebrated  by  Eugenius  lY.,  also  our  predeces'^or  of  happy 
memory,  to  the  end  that  renewing  the  laws  of  ancient  love,  and  restoring  to 
its  vigor  the  peace  of  our  fathers,  that  celestial  and  salutary  gift  of  Je>u8 
Christ-,  of  which  in  time  we  have  lost  the  fruits,  we  may  see  at  last,  after  a 
long  period  of  grief,  in  which  darkness  and  division  prevailed — we  may  see 
ari^e  the  brilliant  and  pure  mornintr  which  we  so  long  have  prayed  for. 

*' Be  this  the  happy  fruit  of  the  blessings  with  which  Jer*us  Christ,  our 
common  Lord  and  Redeemer,  consoles.  In  these  unhappy  times,  His  cher- 
ished and  immai'Ulate  Catholic  Church!  May  He  thus  sweeten  His  grief 
and  drv  up  His  tears,  so  that,  all  divisions  having  ended,  voices  heretofore 
discordant  may  unite  in  perfect  unanlmify  of  spirit  in  praising  God,  who 
wishes  not  schisms  among  us,  but  who  has  prescribed  that  we  speak  and 
think  by  the  voice  of  the  Apostle. 

''What  immortal  acts  of  thanksgiving  will  be  endlessly  rendered  to  tbe 
Father  of  Mercies  by  all  the  Saints,  but  especially  by  those  most  glorious 
Fathei-s  and  Doctors  of  the  Ea'»tern  church,  when  from  on  high  they  see  re- 
established and  restored  the  Union  with  the  Apostolic  See,  which  is  the 
center  of  Catholic  truth  and  unity — union  which  they  themselves,  during 
their  life  on  earth,  strove  to  sustain  with  all  the  care  and  activity  of  their 
zeal,  and  every  day  to  strengthen  by  their  teaching  and  example,  because 
the  Holy  Spirit  had  filled  their  hearts  with  the  love  of  Him  who  ovf^rturned 
the  wall  of  separation,  who  reconciled  and  pacified  all  things  by  His  blood, 
who  wi>hed  that  the  characteristic  mark  of  His  disciples  should  be  unity, 
and  whoM»  prayer  to  His  Father  was :  *J  ask  that  all  be  one,  as  we  are  one.' 

Invitation  TO  THE  Protkstant  Churches.  On  the  14ih  of  Septem- 
ber, the  following  letter  was  addresstd  to  Protestant  and  Non-Caihollc 
bodies : 

Pi?^«?.  Sonereign  Pontiff,  Ninth  of  the  Name^  to  all  Protectants  and  other 
Nan- Catholics:  You  must  already  all  know  that  we,  who,  despite  our  un- 
worthine!»s,  have  been  raised  to  the  throne  of  Peter,  and,  therefore,  have 
been  advanced  to  the  supreme  government  of  the  whole  Catholic  Church, 
and  to  its  administration,  which  has  been  intrusted  to  us  in  Divine  fashion 
by  Christ  himself,  our  Lord — we  have  judged  it  fitting  to  summon  before 
us  all  our  venerable  brethren,  the  Bishops  of  all  the  world,  and  to  convene 
rtiein  iri  an  (Ecumenical  Council,  whicti  is  to  be  celebrated  next  year  in  such 
a  manner  that,  with  those  same  venerable  brethren  who  have  been  sum- 
iiiMied  lo  take  part  in  this  subject  of  our  solicitude,  we  maybe  able  to  adopt 
all  the  most  opportune  and  necessary  resolutions  to  dissipate  tbe  shadows 
n/  so  larf^e  H  Dumbt-r  of  pestilential  errors  which  daily  are  extending  their 
P'*wer  and  licenae,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  souYa,  WicL  AaxV^  more  and  more 
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to  P8tab1i$(h  and  strengthen  amon;;  the  Christian  peoples  committed  to  our 
watchful  care  the  refgn  of  the  true  faith,  of  justice,  and  of  the  true  peace  of 
God.  Relying,  then,  with  firm  confidence  upon  the  close  and  affectionate 
bond  of  union  which  unites  those  our  same  venerable  brothers  to  our  per^on 
and  to  the  Apostolic  See,  ai>d  who  have  n<»ver  ceased  at  any  period  of  our 
pontifieate  to  give  to  us  and  to  the  Apostolic  See  the  most  striliing  evid'^nee 
of  faith,  of  love,  and  of  respect,  we  truly  hope  that,  as  it  has  been  in  tim»-8 
past  wirii  other  General  Councils,  so  it  may  be  tn  the  present,  and  that  this 
(EeumeDioal  Council  convoked  by  us  may  bring  forth,  with  the  help  of  the 
Divine  irrace,  the  most  rich  and  the  most  fertile  fruits,  to  the  great  glory  of 
God  and  the  eternal  welfare  of  man. 

Therefore,  in  that  hope,  and  instigated  and  encouraged  by  the  charitv  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  laid  down  His  life  for  the  salvation  of  the 
world,  we  cannot  forbear,  on  the  occasion  of  the  meeting  of  the  next  coun- 
cil, addressing  our  apostolic  and  paterual  word  to  all  those  who,  while 
recognizing  that  same  Jesus  Christ  as  our  Saviour,  and  rejoicing  in  the 
name  of  Christians,  yet  do  not  profess  the  veritable  faith  of  Christ  or  follow 
the  communion  of  the  Catholic  Church.  And  if  we  do  so.  it  is  before  al  I ,  to 
warn,  exhort,  and  supplicate  them  with  all  out  zeal  and  all  our  charity  to 
consider  and  seriously  examine  if  they  in  truth  follow  the  path  prescribed 
by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  which  leads  to  eternal  happiness.  In  fact,no 
one  can  deny  or  doubt  that  Jesus  Christ  himself,  in  order  that  all  future  hu- 
man generations  should  enjoy  the  fruit  of  His  redemption,  built  up  here 
below  bis  Church,  in  the  person  of  Peter — that  is  to  say,  the  Church,  one, 
holy.  Catholic,  and  Apostolic— and  that  He  granted  to  him  all  the  neces- 
sary power,  in  orderthat  the  faith  should  be  preserved  intact  and  entire, 
and  that  the  same  faith  should  be  transmitted  to  all  peoples,  to  all  races.and 
to  all  nations,  in  such  a  manner  that  all  men  should  be  able  to  be  united  in 
Hi»  mystical  body  in  baptism,  and  always  to  preserve  in  themselves,  until 
the  entire  development,  that  new  life  of  grace  without  which  no  one  can 
ever  merit  or  obtain  life  eternal,  so  that  the  same  Church  which  constitutes 
the  mystical  body  shall  remain,  until  the  end  of  time,  firm  and  indestructi- 
ble in  its  own  constitution,  developed  in  vigor  and  furnishing  to  its  chil- 
dren all  that  is  necessary  to  life  eternal. 

Now  whoever  wishes  well  to  con>ider  and  examine  with  attention  the 
different  religions  societies  divided  among  themselves,  and  separated  from 
the  Cai^holic  Church,  which,  since  the  time  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
His  Apostles,  has  always  uninterruptedly  exercised,  and  still  exercises  by 
means  of  its  legitimate  pastors,  the  power  intrusted  to  her  by  our  Lord  him- 
self—whoever, we  say,  shall  thus  examine,  will  easily  convince  himself  that 
not  one  of  those  religious  societies,  nor  all  the  religious  societies  together, 
constitutes,  or  in  any  way  can  be  considered  as  the  one  and  only  Catholic 
Church  which  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  founded,  constituted,  and  desired — 
should  see  that  they  cannot  in  any  way  be  i*egarded  as  a  member  or  as  a  part 
of  that  same  Church,  because  they  are  visibly  separated  from  all  Catholic 
unity.  As,  in  fact,  those  societies  are  deprived  of  that  living  authority  es- 
tablished oy  God,  who  pointed  out  to  mankind,  before  all  things,  the  matter 
of  faith  and  the  rule  of  morality,  who  directed  and  presided  over  them  in  all 
things  affecting  their  eternal  welfare,  therefore  those  societies  themselves 
constantly  varied  in  their  doctrine,  and  thus  this  instability  is  unceasing. 

Every  one  can  easily  comprehend  that  this  state  of  things  is  altogether  op- 
posed to  the  Church  established  by  Christ  our  Lord— a  church  in  which  the 
truth  must  alwaya  rest  unaltered,  without  being  the  subject  of  any  change, 
as  a  charge  intrusted  to  that  same  Church,  in  order  that  she  may  preserve 
it  in  all  its  integrity,  a  charge  for  the  care  of  which  the  presence  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  its  aid  has  been  granted  forever  to  this  Church. 

No  one  can  ignore  the  fact  that  these  differences  of  doctrine  and  opinion 
give  rise  to  the  social  schisms,  and  that  therefrom  spring  those  innumerable 
sects  and  communions  which  are  daily  increasing,  to  the  detriment  of  Chris- 
tian and  civil  society. 

Whoever,  in  fact,  recognizes  religion  as  the  foundation  of  buman  soclely^  x 
evanot  refuse  to  admit  and  avow  the  influence  exerc\aedo^«t  ciN^i^^  \^c^^V\ 
8*  ^ 
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ety  by  those  divisions  and  disa^ret^men^**  of  principles  of  that  nature,  and  of 
relijjious  Kocietiew  strujfgling  one  with  the  other;  and  also  with  what  power 
the  denial  of  authority  established  by  God  to  regulate  the  convictl(»Dsofthe 
human  intelligence,  and  to  direct  the  Hciions  of  men,  both  in  their  social 
and  private  life,  has  excited,  has  developed,  and  has  fomented  those  most 
uiitortunate  troubles,  those  events,  and  those  disturbances  which  agitate 
and  Hffect  almost  aril  nations  in  a  most  deplorable  manner. 

Therefore,  in  order  that  all  those  who  are  not  instilled  with  the  principles 
of  the  unity  and  truth  of  the  Catholic  Church  should  seize  the  otfcasion  of- 
fered to  them  by  this  Council,  in  which  the  Catholic  Church,  to  which  their 
ancestors  belonged,  shows  a  proof  of  its  complete  unity,  of  Its  vijaror,  and 
of  its  inextinguishable  vitality;  that  they  should  obey  the  DeceKsities  of 
their  hearts;  that  they  should  strive  to  bear  themselves  away  fropi  that 
state  in  which  they  cannot  lie  assured  ot"  their  salvation  ;  that  they  should 
address  without  ceasing  the  mo>t  fervent  prayers  to  God  that  He  should  dis- 
sipate the  cloud  of  error,  and  that  he  should  bring  them  back  into  the  bosom 
of  the  Church,  our  holy  mother,  where  their  ancestors  received  the  salutary 
nourishment  of  life,  and  alone  preserves  in  its  integrity  the  doctrine  of 
Jesus  Christ,  handing  it  down,  and  dispensing  the  mysteries  of  celestial 
grace. 

We,  therefore,  who  ought  most  zealously  to  fulfill  all  the  duties  of  a  good 
pastor,  in  accordance  with  the  charge  of  our  apostolic  ministry,  intrusted 
to  us  by  Christ  our  Lord  himself,  and  who  ought  to  embrace  all  men  in 
the  world  in  our  paternal  charity,  address  this  letter  to  all  Christians  sep- 
arated from  us — a  letter  in  which  we  exhort  and  supplicate  them  to 
hastpn  to  return  to  the  fold  of  Christ. 

It  is  because  we  heartily  desire  their  salvation  in  Jesus  Chri^iit,  and  fear 
Oi.e  day  to  have  to  render  an  account  of  their  souls  to  that  same  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Judge,  if  we  do  not  point  out  to  them  and  open  to  them  as  in 
us  the  way  which  they  must  follow  if  they  would  gain  their  salvation. 

Also,  in  all  our  prayers  and  supplications,  and  while  performing  acts  of 
grace,  we  never  cease  humbly  to  ask  for  them,  both  by  night  and  day, 
the  celestial  light  and  the  abundance  of  grace  from  the  eternal  Pa>tor  oi 
souls.  And,  whereas,  despite  our  unworthiness,  we  fulfill  upon  earth  the 
functions  of  the  vicar  of  Christ,  we  await  with  open  arms  the  return  of 
those  wandering  sons  to  the  Catholic  (Church,  in  order  that  we  may  be 
able  to  receive  them  with  all  uffectiim  into  the  dwelling  of  the  celestial 
Father,  and  make  them  participators  in  His  everlasting  treasures. 

It  is  that  much-wished-for  return  to  the   truth  and  communion  of  the 
Catholic  Church  upon  which  depends  not  only  the  salvation  of  each  one  in 
particular,  but  of  the  whole  Christian  Society ;  and  the  world  will  never- 
enjoy  true  peace  until  it  forms  one  flock  under  one  pastor.

Bey.  Abchibald  BSNKKrr.died  in  Wayerly.  Mioh.,  Oct  22, 1869,  ag«d  62  yeara. 
He  was  converted  at  the  age  of  22.  waa  baptized  by  Bev.  Bufas  Oheney,  and  united 
with  the  Freewill  Baptist  ohnroh  in  Byron,  N«  Y.  In  thia  State  he  waa  quite  active 
in  1840-1,  in  bringing  about  a  union  between  tlie  Free  Communion  ana  Freewill 
Baptists.  He  mov«4.to  tbft  Weat  in  1848,  and  lalxNred  snccesaftillv  at  Paw  Paw, 
Waverly,  Jacluon,  Ac,  until  the  close  of  nis  lile.  He  waa  engaged  m.about  twenty 
revivals,  witneaeedover a  thousand  converaiona,  and  baptized  several  hundreds. 
After  a  Ufe  of  labor,  he  rests  in  heaven. 

Bev.  Jambs  Bionax.  died  in  Lyon,  Oakland  Co.,  Mich.,  Aug.  8,  ltB9,  aged  70. 
He  was  one  of  the  early  preachers  of  the  Freewill  Baptist  faith,  and  many  date 
their  Christian  experienoe  from  his  earnest  elTorts.  He  was  quite  prominently 
connected  with  all  the  advanced  movements  of  the  denomination  duritng  his  min- 
istry, and  was  a  determined  opposer  of  slavery  and  its  kindred  evUs.  1^  labored 
mostly  as  an  evangelist,  and  was  frequently  associated  with  Marks,  Wire,  Cnrrfer 
and  others,  in  spreading  the  doctrines  of  his  faith.  He  died  veij  suddenly,  among 
the  friends  with  whom  he  was  awaiting  the  close  of  an  eminentfy  useful  me. 

Bev.  DANIEL  ^SOWN  died  in  Bruce,  Macomb  Co.,  Mich.vAug,  8, 1809,-  aged  47 
years,  3  months  and  28  days.  He  was  bom  in  Canada  W.est|M>onverted  when 
about  18  years  of  age,  and  united  with,  the  Methodist  chiiroU.    He  subsequently 

//  united  Tnth  me  PreewUl  Baptists,  and  was  ordained  in  1846.    He  labored  in  differ- 
/  entplacea  in  Canada  with  good  Bucceas  fox  aev«xal  ^oara,  and  then  moved  to  the     I 
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west,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.    He  died  as  the  Christian  dies,  in 
hope,  and  ready  for  the  crown. 

Rev.  David  Cross  died  in  Newark,  Tt,  June  22, 1870,  aged  84  years  and  6  mos. 
He  was  liom  iu  Wilmot,  N.  H.,  and  was  occupied  with  larming  until  well  settled 
in  Jite.  At  the  ai^eof  90,  he  was  converted,  baptized,  and  soon  began  tlie  sacred 
work  of  the  ministry.  He  labored  effectaally,  and  among  those  converted  under 
his  labors  are  several  of  our  most  earnest  ministers.  Death  overtook  him  while 
on  his  wav  to  attend  a  gathering  of  God's  people,  and  at  the  residence  of  his 
daughter  he  calmly  breathed  bis  life  away. 

Rev.  William  Ensign  died  in  Portage  Township,  Cameron  Co..  Pa.,  May  31, 
1870,  aged  73  years.  He  was  converted  and  joined  the  Methodist  church  at  the  age 
of  12.  In  1846  he  joined  the  Freewill  Baptists,  and  was  a  very  useful  minister.  He 
traveled  and  preached  much,  and  was  engaged  in  numerous  revivals.  Shortly  be- 
fore his  death  he  signed  a  pledge  of  $100,00  to  Missions,  thus  giving  to  promote  the 
cause  for  which  he  had  labored.    He  died  on  his  birthday. 

Rev.  Nathaniel  Harvey  died  in  Evansville,  Wis.,  June  8, 1870,  aged  83  years. 
He  was  bom  in  Nottiagham,  N.  H  ,  and  experienced  religion  early  in  liie  imder 
the  labors  of  Benjamin  Randall.  His  first  elTorts  at  preaching  were  in  Maine, 
where  he  was  ordained  in  1812.  and  officiated  as  pastor  of  the  Atkmson  church  for 
aiiont  30  years.  He  moved  to  the  west  in  1844,  and,  there  being  no  people  of  his 
denomination  in  that  vicinity,  soon  united  with  the  Close  Baptists,  with  whom  he 
remained  till  death.  He  continued  to  live  an  earnest  Christian,  frequently  preach- 
ing in  the  vicinity  of  his  home,  until  he  was  called  to  receive  the  crown. 

Rev.  John  Miller  died  in  Durham,  Me.,  Dec.  6, 1809,  a^ed  63  years.  He  em- 
braced Christ  in  1829,  and  labored  for  a  while  with  the  Methodists.  He  subtle- 
quently  joined  the  Freewill  Baptists,  and  proved  an  earnest  and  acceptable  minis- 
ter. Me  was  decided  m  his  opposition  to  intemperance  and  slavery,  and  suffered 
great  loss  of  property  in  consequence.  He  lelt  an  especial  yearning  for  the  poor 
and  oppressed,  and  for  them  he  used  the  most  of  his  efforts.  He  waa  faithful  to 
the  end,  and  like  a  good  soldier,  died  at  his  post. 

Rev.  Thbodobb  Mosvs  died  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Nov.  28.  I860,  aged  57  years. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Hampton.  N.  H.,  church,  and  was  ordained  as  an  evange- 
list about  three  years  previous  to  his  death.  He  was  on  his  way  to  Wyoming,  and 
was  found  in  the  streets  of  St.  Paul,  insensible  fW>m  a  shock  of  the  palsy.  He  was 
conveyed  to  the  residence  of  his  son,  where  he  closed  his  career,  and  went  to  his 
reward .  He  did  good  service  for  the  Master,  and,  though  called  so  soon,  has  left 
abundant  evidence  of  his  readiness  to  meet  Him. 

Rev.  Joseph  H.  Phinnet  died  in  Harrison,  Me.,  Dec.  8,  1860,  aged  80  years,  1 
month  and  18  days.    He  was  formerly  an  active  Freewill  Baptist  minister,  and 

Iireached  the J^ospel  with  fsrvor  and  success.  Severe  mental  tou  and  grief  at  the 
OSS  of  a  member  of  his  family  finally  unfitted  him  for  labor,  and  during  the  last 
years  oX  his  life  he  was  despondent  and  gloomy.  Just  previous  to  his  death,  how- 
ever, he  was  peculiarly  revived  in  his  mind,  and  the  evidence  of  his  acceptance 
with  God  waa  clear  and  satisfactory.  He  was  found  dead  in  bed,  having  yielded 
to  the  messenger  apparently  without  a  struggle. 

Rev.  Robert  Tash  died  in  Exeter,  N.  H.,  in  April,  1869,  aged  79  years.  He 
was  an  AfHcan  by  birth.  He  gave  his  heart  to  God  in  his  youth,  and  his  early  at- 
tention to  those  studies  that  would  soonest  fit  him  to  preach  the  gospel.  Bela- 
bored in  several  firuitftd  revivals  in  Epping  and  Nottingham,  N.  H.,  and  in  North 
Berwick  Me.  He  was  ordained  by  the  New  Durham  Q.  M.  He  had  acquired  a 
little  property  during  his  ministry,  which  he  made  over  to  the  town  of  Exeter  some 
years  previous  to  his  death,  the  town  in  turn  engaging  to  provide  him  a  home 
during  his  natural  lile.  He  is  now  in  a  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal,  in 
heaven. 

Rev.  John  Walker  died  in  Ossipee,  N.  H,,  June  1, 1870,  sged  86  rears.  Bis 
educaiional  advantages  were  extremely  limited,  but  he  was  possessed  of  au  earn- 
et't,  sealons  spirit,  wnich  led  hip  early  to  work  for  Christ.  Reformation  usually 
followed  his  labors,  and  tbere  are  many  saints  on  earth,  and  in  heaven,  too,  who 
have  good  reason  to  remember  his  faittmilness.  His  death  occurred  at  liis  home, 
among  kind  and  solicitous  Ariends. 

Rev.  Abel  Wheeler  died  in  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  March  13, 1870,.  aged  77  «ears. 
He  gave  hlslieart  to  God  at  the  age  of  20,  and  was  one  of  the  original  members  of 
the  Haverhill  church.    He  was  ordained  by  a  council  fVom  the  Lisbon  Q.  M.,  and 

Breached  Christ  faith^lly,  until  obliged,  by  failing  health,  to  retire  from  the  work. 
lis  piety  was  uniform  and  consistont.  and  he  was  a  sincere  Christian.    He  was 
one  of  thoae  of  whom  it  is  said,  "  they  shall  be  in  everlasting  remembrance." 
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Rev.  Sahubl  Wise  died  in  Commerce,  Mich.,  June  6, 1870,  aged  8i  years.  He 
was  one  of  the  pioneern  of  oar  faith,  'and  did  effective  work  for  the  ca  se  of 
Christ.  Ahnost  immediately  after  his  conversion,  which  he  deferred,  however, 
until  the  age  of  .33,  he  began  to  preach  the  gospel,  and  is  ireqnently  mentioned  in 
the  writings  of  Marks  and  other  earl  ministers,  ai  a  sincere  and  eflEicient  laborer. 
He  was  instrumentai  in  building  up  the  O.  and  Pa.  Y.  M  ,  wnich  remembers  him 
with  gratitude  and  love.  His  closing  days  were  peaceful,  and  his  deaih  was  tri- 
umphant.

CHAPTEB  L 

HE  INSTITUTION  OF  THE  APOSTOLIC  PRiBfACT.  We  teach,  therefore, 
eclare  that,  according  to  the  testimonies  of  the  Gospel,  tiie  prl- 
f  jurisdiction  oyer  the  whole  church  of  GK>d  was  promia^  and  Riven 
lately  and  directly  to  blessed   Peter,  the  apostle,   by  Christ  our 

For  it  was  to  Simon  alone,  to  whom  he  had  already  said, 
.  Shalt  be  called  Cephas,"  that,  after  he  had  professed  his 
'  Thou  art  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God,"  our  Lord  said,  *'Blessed 
u,  Simon  Bar-Jona ;  because  flesh  ana  blood  hafh  not  revealed  it  to 
nt  my  Father  who  is  in  heayen ;  and  I  say  to  thee,  that  thou  art  Peter, 
on  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 

against  it;  and  I  will  giye  to  fhee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  hoav- 
d  whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind  upon  earth,  it  shall  be  oound  also  in 

;  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose  upon  earth,  it  shall  be  loosed  also 
'en."  And  it  was  to  Simon  Peter  alone  that  Jesus,  after  his  resur- 
,  gave  the  jurisdiction  of  supreme  shepherd  and  ruler  oyer  the  whole 
bid,  saying,  "  Feed  my  lambs ;"  "  Feed  my  sheep."  To  this  do<>- 
>  clearly  set  forth  in  the  sacred  Scriptures,  as  the  Catholic  Church 
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has  always  understood  it,  are  plainly  opposed  the  perverse   opinions  of 
those  who,  distorting  the  form  of  government  established  in  his  church  : 
by  Christ  our  Lord,  deny  that  Peter  alone  above  the  other  apostles,'  whether  j 
taken  separately  one  by  one  or  all  together,  was  endowed  by  Christ   with  a  j 
true  and  real  primacy  of  jurisdiction ;  or  who  assert  that  this  primacy  was 
not  given  immediately  and  directly  to  blessed  Peter,  but  to  the  church,  and 
through  her  to  him,  as  to  the  agent  of  the  church. 

If,  therefore,  any  one  shall  say  that  blessed  Peter  the  Apostle  was  not  ap- 
pointed by  Christ  our  Lord,  the  prince  of  all  the  apostles,  and  the  visible 
head  of  the  whole  church  militant;  or,  that  he  received  directly  and  imme- 
diately ftom  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  only  the  primacy  of  honor,  and  not  that 
of  true  and  real  jurisdiction ;  let  him  be  anatnema. 

CHAPTER  n. 

The  PEBPETumr  of  the  primacy  in  the  boman  Pom  iffs.  What  the 
prince  of  pastors  and  the  great  shepherd  of  ttiQ  sheep,  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  established  in  the  person  of  the  blessed  apostle  Peter  for  the  perpet- 
ual welfare  and  lasting  good  of  the  church,  the  same  through  bis  power 
must  needs  last  for  ever  in  that  church,  which  is  founded  upon  the  rock,  and 
will  stand  firm  till  the  end  of  time.  And  indeed  it  is  well  known,  as  it  has 
been  in  all  ages,  that  the  holy  and  most  Messed  Peter,  prince  and  head  of  the 
apostles,  pillar  of  the  faith  and  foundation  of  the  Catholic  Church,  who  re- 
ceived from  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Saviour  and  Redeemer  of  mankind, 
the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  to  this  present  time  and  at  all  times 
lives  and  presides  and  pronounces  judgment  m  the  person  of  his  successors, 
the  bishops  of  the  holy  Roman  see,  which  was  founded  by  him,  and  conse- 
crated by  his  blood.  So  that  whoever  succeeds  Peter  in  this  chair,  holds, 
,  according  to  Christ's  own  institution,  the  primacy  of  Peter  over  the  whole 
I  church.  What,  therefore,  was  once  established  by  him  who  is  the  truth,  still 
I  remains,  and  blessed  Peter,  retaining  the  strength  of  the  rock,  wM(^  has 
been  given  to  him,  has  never  left  the  nelm  of  the  church  originally  intrusted 
to  him. 

For  this  reason  it  was  always  necessary  for  every  other  church,  that  is,  the 
faithful  of  all  countries,  to  have  recourse  to  the  Roman  Church  on  account 
of  its  superior  headship,  in  order  that  beii^  joined,  as  members  to  Hieir 
head,  with  this  see,  ftrom  which  the  rights  of  religious  communion  flow  unto 
all,  tney  might  be  knitted  into  the  unity  of  one  body. 

If,  therefore,  any  one  shall  say,  that  it  is  not  by  the  institution  of  Christ 
our  Lord  himself,  or  by  divine  right,  that  blessed  Peter  has  perpetual  suc- 
cessors in  the  primacy  over  the  whole  church ;  or,  that  the  Roman  pontiff  is 
not  the  successor,  of  blessed  Peter  in  this  primacy;  let  him  be  anathema. 

CHAPTER  in. 

Of  the  power  and  ijature  of  the  primact.  Wherefore,  resting  up- 
on the  clear  testimonies  of  holy  writ,  and  following  the  flill  and  explicit  de- 
crees of  our  predecessors  the  Roman  pontiffs,  and  ofgeneral  councils,  we 
renew  the  definition  of  the  oecumenical  council  of  Florence,  according  to 
which  all  the  faithful  of  Christ  must  believe  that  the  holy  apostolic  see  and 
the  Roman  pontiff  hold  the  primacy  over  the  whole  world,  and  that  the 
Ron^npontiff  18  the  suc^ssor  of  blessed  Peter  the  prince  of  the  aposties, 
andthelxuevicarof  Christ,  and  is  the  head  of  the  whole  church,  and  tiie

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discipline  and  government  of  the  church  spread  throughout  the  world,  so 
thatbeii^united  with  the  Roman  pontiff,  both  in  communion  and  in  pro- 
fession of  the  same  faith,  the  church  of  Christ  may  be  one  fold  under  one 
chief  shepherd  This  is  the  doctrine  ol'  Catholic  truth,  flrom  which  no  one 
can  depart  without  loss  of  faith  and  salvation. 

So  far.  nevertheless,  is  this  power  of  the  supreme  pontiff  from  trenching  on 
that  ordinary  power  of  episcopal  jurisdiction  by  which  the  bishops,  who  have 
been  instituted  by  the  Holy  Ghost  and  have  succeeded  in  the  place  of  the 
apostles,  like  true  shepherds,  feed  and  rule  the  flocks  assigned  to  them,  each 
one  his  own ;  that,  on  the  contrary,  this  their  power  is  asserted,  strength- 
ened, and  vindicated  by  the  supreme  and  universal  pastor ;  as  St.  Gregory 
the  Great  saith:  My  honor  is  the  honor  of  the  universal  church;  my 
honor  is  the  solid  strength  of  my  brethren;  then  am  I  truly  honored 
when  to  each  one  of  them  the  honor  due  is  not  denied.  (St.  Gregory  Great 
ad  Eulogius,  Epist,  30.) 

Moreover,ftom  that  supreme  authority  of  the  Roman  pontiff  to  govern  the 
universal  church,  there  follows  to  him  the  right,  in  the  exercise  of  this  his 
office,  of  finely  communicating  with  the  pastors  and  flocks  of  the  whole 
church,  that  they  may  be  taught  and  guided  by  him  in  the  way  of  salvation. 

Wherefore,  we  condemn  and  reprobate  the  opinions  of  those,  who  say  that 
this  commumcation  of  the  supreme  head  with  the  pastors  and  flocks  can  be 
lawflilly  hindered,  or  who  make  it  subject  to  the  secular  power,  maintain- 
ing that  the  things  which  are  decreed  by  the  apostolic  see  or  under  its  au- 
thority for  the  government  of  the  church,  have  no  force  or  value  unless  they 
are  confirmed  by  the  approval  of  the  secular  power.  AJnd  since,  by  the  di- 
vine right  of  apostolic  primacy,  the  Roman  pontift'  presides  over  the  uni- 
versal churches,  we  also  teach  and  declare  that  he  is  the  supreme  judge  of 
the  faithful,  (Pius  VI.  Brief  Super  Soliditate,)  and  that  in  ail  causes  calling 
for  ecclesiastical  trial,  recourse  may  be  had  to  his  judgment,  (Second  Coun- 
cil of  Lyons ;)  but  the  decision  of  the  apostolic  see,  above  which  there  is 
no  higher  aumorit^,  can  not  be  reconsidered  by  any  one,  nor  is  it  lawful  to 
any  one  to  sit  in  judgment  on  his  judgment.  (Nicholas  I.  epist.  ad  Mi- 
chaelem  Imperatorem.) 

Wlierefore.  they  wander  away  from  the  right  path  of  truth  who  assert 
that  it  is  lawiul  to  appeal  from  the  judgments  of  the  Roman  pontiffs  to  an 
oecumenical  council,  as  if  to  an  authority  superior  to  the  Roman  pontiff. 

Therefore,  if  any  one  shall  say  that  the  Roman  pontiff  holds  onl^  the 
charge  of  inspection  or  direction,  and  not  fiiU  and  supreme  power  of  juris- 
diction over  the  entire  church,  not  only  in  things  which  pertain  to  faith  and 
morals,  but  also  in  those  which  pertain  to  the  discipline'  and  government  of 
the  church  spread  throughout  the  whole  world ;  or,  that  he  possesses  only  the 
chief  part  and  not  the  entire  plenitude  of  this  supreme  power ;  or,  that  this 
his  power  is  not  ordinary  and  immediiate,  both  as  regards  all  and  each  of  the 
churches,  and  all  and  each  of  the  pastors  and  faithful;  let  him  be  anathema. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

The  inpallible  authority  of  the  pontiff.  This  holy  see  has  ever  held,— 
the  unbroken  custom  of  the  church  doth  prove  and  the  OBcumenical  councils, 
those  especially  in  which  the  east  joined  with  the  west,  in  union  of  faith 
and  of  charity,  have  declared  that  in  this  apostolic  primacy,  which  the  Ro- 
man pontiff  holds  over  the  universal  church,  as  bucccssor  of  Peter  the  prince 
.of  the  apOHtles,  there  Is  also  contained  the  supreme  power  of  anthontativc 
teaching.  Thus  the  fathers  of  the  fourth  council  of  Constantinople,  follow- 
ing in  the  footsteps  of  their  jjredecessors,  put  forth  this  solemn  profession : 

"The  first  law  of  salvation  is  to  keep  the  rule  of  true  faith.  And  whereas 
tbe  words  of  our  Lord  Jesns  Christ  cannot  be  passed  by,  who  said :  Thou  art 
Peter,  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church,  (Matt.  xvi.  18  )  these  words 
which  he  spake,  are  proved  true  hy  facts;  for  in  the  apostolic  see,  the  Cath- 
olic relijflon  has  ever  been  preserved  unspott*  d.  and  the  holy  doctrine  has 
been  announced.  Therefore,  wiahing  never  to  be  separated  "from  the  faith 
and  teaching  of  this  see,  we  iiope  to  be  worthy  to  abide  in  that  one  commun- 
ion which  the  apostolic  see  preaches  in  which  is  the  full  and  true  firmness 
of  the  Christiair religion."  [Formula  of  St.  Hormisdas  Pope,  as  proposed  by 
Hadiian  n..  to  tlie  fathers  of  the  eighth  general  Council,  (Constantinop. 
IV.,)  and  subscribed  by  them.] 
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Thoroforo,  this  j^ift  of  truth,  and  of  faith  whi«-h  fails  not,  was  divinely  1 
8towud  on  Peter  and  his  successors  ia  this  chair,  that  they  should  exerci 
their  high  office  foi'  the  salvation  of  all,  that  through  them  the  univers

Nevertheless,  since,  in  this  present  age,  when  the  saving  efficacy  of  t 
apostolic  office  is  exceedingly  needed,  there  are  not  a  few  who  carp  at  its  8 
thority;  we  Judge  it  altogether  necessary  to  solemnly  declare  the  prerof 
tivo,  which  tlie  only  begotten  Son  of  God  has  deigned  to  unite  to  the  suprei 
pastoral  office. 

AVheroforo,  faithfully  adhering  to  the  tradition  handed  down  from  the  coi 
nu»ncenient  of  the  Christian  faith,  for  the  glory  of  God  our  Saviour,  the  f

Obituaf^ies   of   Pi\eachef^s, 


Bey.  Ebenezer  Nichols  died  in  Palermo,  Me.,  Oct.  6,  1870.  affed  67  years.  He 
commenced  the  work  of  a  minister  in  1854,  which  office  he  crmy  and  faithftOly 
filled  till  his  death,  going  through  the  valley  with  his  whole  armor  on,  ready  to 
meet  the  glorions  reward  offered  the  pure  in  heart. 

Key.  Benjamin  BUNDT  died  in  W.  Parishville,  N.  Y.,  Ang.  25,  1870,  aged  74 

Sears.  His  death  was  quite  sudden,  but  his  life  had  been  so  ftill  of  good  service 
lat  he  was  not  unnrepared  for  the  event.  He  was  a  co-worlcer  with  Buzzell  and 
others  of  the  older  F.  B.  ministers,  doing  much  to  establish  our  early  effort.  lie 
labored  much  as  an  evangelist,  thus  widening  his  fleld  of  labor,  and  bringing 
more  under  the  influence  of  the  truth. 

Rev.  J.  N.  Sweet  died  in  Webster,  O.,  May  13. 1871,  aged  81  years.  In  early  life 
he  became  opposed  to  the  spirit  and  customs  of  slavery  and  commenced  a  vigor- 
OQs  war  against  it.  He  embraced  religion  fifty  years  before  his  death,  and  worked 
for  the  freedom  of  sinners  and  the  slave  until  the  close  of  life.  His  career  thus 
became  a  highly  useftd  one,  and  many  rise  up  and  caU  him  blessed.  In  his  last 
honr  he  joyfully  anticipated  the  approacliing  change,  and  went  up  gladJ^  to  be 
with  God. 

Rev.  EUAS  Libby  died  in  Limerick,  Me.,  March  29,  1871,  aged  81  years.  He 
was  a  preacher  of  the  gospel  for  50  years.  He  was  literally  one  of  the  fa'hers  of 
the  denomination,  laboring  zealously  to  establish  a  living  and  growing  body. 
He  was  one  of  the  original  movers  in  starting  the  Star,  and  ever  took  a  deep  in- 
terest in  its  welfare.  His  last  sickness  was  brief,  but  his  soul  was  stayed  on  God. 
He  died  in  the  sure  hope  of  a  blessed  inheritance. 

Rev.  Zbbulon  S.  Eniqht  died  at  S.  Berwick.  Me.,  March  21, 1871,  aged  45  years. 
He  consecrated  himself  to  the  work  ot  the  ministry  in  1861,  and  during  the  last  five 
years  of  his  life  was  pastor  of  the  Emery's  Bridge  &  S.  Berwick  Junction  church. 
He  was  amiable  but  modest  as  a  pastor,  faithfUL  m  ^  his  work,  as  though  it  was 
for  Christ.  His  service  was  blessed  to  the  good  of  many,  and  his  rest  m  heaven 
is  sweeter  for  having  labored  faithtully  here. 

Bbv.  Ctbus  Dudley  died  in  Blanchester,  O.,  March  8, 1871,  aged  71  years.  He 
commenced  his  ministerial  labors  at  the  age  of  35,  thus  giving  half  of  nis  life  to 
the  great  and  good  work.  He  leaves  a  son  who  is  a  F.  B.  minister,  and  who  re- 
joices in  the  work  that  gave  his  father  such  joy.  Bro.  Dudley  died  praising  God, 
and  his  spirit  is  even  now  singing  hallelujahs  in  glory. 

^v.  Daniel  McEoon  died  in  Olean,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  4, 1871,  aged  59  years.  He  ex- 
penenced  religion  in  early  life,  and  was  ever  afterwards  a  falthftil  worker,  bring- 
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ing  many  to  the  kingdom  as  eeals  of  his  ministry.  He  labored  efficiently  in  estab* 
lisning  whitestown  Seminary,  securing  lor  it  friends  and  money  when  it  needed 
both  very  much.  As  a  Christian  he  was  warm-liearted,  earnest  and  sympathetic, 
engaging  in  most  of  the  prominent  reforms  of  his  day,  thus  leaving  a  good  exam* 
pie  for  surviving  friends  to  imitate. 

Rev.  JohV  Nobris  died  in  Littleton,  N.H.,Aug.,  l«»70,aged  66  years.  Bro.  Norris 
was  naturally  active,  both  in  mind  and  body,  punctual  to  all  his  engagements, 
faithful  as  a  Christian,  as  a  preacher  modest  but  fervent,  as  a  pastor  attentive  to 
all  the  interests  of  his  church  and  societv.  useful  and  intelligent  as  a  citizen  and 
beloved  and  respectad  by  all  who  knew  nun.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  he  did  a 
good  work  and  has  gone  to  receive  a  precious  reward. 

Bbv.  H.  B.  Bichet  died  in  Nebraska,  Dec.  27,  1870,  aged  37  years.  He  was  born 
in  Mchigan,  but  as  he  saw  the  waving  harvests  in  the  new  State  of  Nebraska  he 
longed  to  thrust  in  his  siclde  and  garner  sheaves  for  Christ.  While  about  this 
work  death  overtook  him,  and  he  was  suddenly  stricken  down.  His  death  is  a 
severe  blow  to  our  cause  in  that  State,  but  the  remaining  laborers  remember  that 
God  blesses  means  more  than  men,  so  they  are  laboring  faithfully  to  carry  on  the 
work  that  Bro.  Bichey  left  unflaished.  The  remembrance  of  his  faithlVil  spirit  is 
a  precious  legacy  to  those  who  remain. 

Bev.  Jairus  E.  Davis  died  in  N.  Beading,  Mich.,  Dec.  2, 1870,  aged  57.  Bro.  , 
Davis  was  one  of  our  early  missionaries,  and  many  of  the  older  fTeewill  Bapti&ts 
in  New  England,  New  York  and  the  Western  States  will  remember  his  earnest  la- 
bors. He  was  especially  successful  in  ravivals,  his  sympathetic  nature  arousing 
an  interest  where  others  would  fail  to  do  so.  He  wore  his  armor  to  the  gates  of 
the  city,  and  only  exchanged  it  for  a  shining  robe  of  righteousness. 

Bbv.  David  E.  Champlin  died  in  Waterloo  City,  Iowa,  Feb.  20,  1871,  aged^B 
years.  Converted  at  the  age  of  16  and  baptized  by  Rev.  Isaac  Eaton,  he  was  ever 
after  a  faitlifUl  laborer  for  Christ.  Many  on  earth  remember  his  zeal  with  Joy,  and 
many  in  heaven  rejoice  that  he  was  Cturist's  ambassador.  Disease  seized  him 
while  in  church,  and  in  six  days  he  slept  in  death. 

Bev.  David  Winton  died  in  Plerpont,  O.,  Deo.  29,  1870,  aged  67.  He  was  early 
known  as  the  **  boy  preacher,'*  and  traveled  extensively  in  New  York  state,  preach- 
ing Christ  and  temperance  to  eager  listaners.  His  work  was  productive  of  great 
good,  and  many  churches  exist  to-day  that  might  never  have  appeared  but  for  his 
labors.  He  was  engaged  in  revival  work  at  the  time  of  his  death,  so  that  he  went 
up  with  a  glowing  spirit  to  meet  his  Lord. 

Bev.  Edwin  Champlin  died  Dec.  30,  1870,  aged  40  vears.  Brother  Champlin 
possessed  a  mild  and  gentle  spirit  and  had  many  warm  mends.  He  lived  an  ex- 
emplary life,  and  died  with  his  armor  on.  He  suffered  much,  but  without  a  mur- 
mur, saying,  "  Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come."  His  earnest  spirit  made  up  in  part  for 
the  few  years  that  he  labored. 

Bbv.  Samuel  Alvord  died  in  Hamilton,  HI.,  Aug.  13, 1871,  aged  87  years.  He 
was  a  native  of  Massachusetts,  and  was  for  some  years  a  member  of  (.he  Presby- 
terian and  subsequently  of  the  Baptist  denominatiin.  Differing  from  each  on  doc- 
trinal points,  he  nnally  united  with  the  JB".  Baptists,  and  retained  that  connection 
until  death.  He  was  a  faithf\il  and  earnest  preacher,  and  was  the  means  of  con- 
verting many  souls.    The  world  always  loses  when  such  men  die.

[This  list  contains  the  obituaries  of  all  ministers  of  whose  4eath  we  have  re- 
ceived notice  up  to  the  time  of  going  to  press.] 

Rev.  Freeman  Vanamburq  died  hi  Bath,  N.  T.,  Aug.  3.'  1871,  aged  78  years. 
He  was  converted  and  baptized  in  the  autumn  of  1824)  soon  entered  the  ministry 
and  did  a  good  work  for  Christ.  His  labors  were  mostly  confined  to  that  sec- 
tion of  New  York  in  which  he  died,  but  the  influence  of  his  life  has  extended  fto 
beyond .    He  met  death  joyftilly . 

Rev.  N.  a.  Jackson  died  in  Hudson,  N.  T.,  Sept.  30,  1871,  aged  60  years.  He 
was  licensed  to  preach  in  1835,  five  vears  after  his  conversion^  was  ordained  in 
1841,  and  continued  the  life  of  a  faithfUl  minister  till  his  death.  Many  will  re- 
member the  earnestness  with  which  he  urge<|  sinners  to  seek  the  Saviour,  and  the 
loy  that  lighted  his  countenance  when  the  call  was  heeded.  Full  of  good  works, 
he  reaps  a  rich  reward. 

Rev.  James  Reave  died  near  Tipton,  Iowa,  Aug.  18,  1871,  aged  60  years.  He 
was  born  in  Pa.,  but  went  west  in  early  life  and  soon  began  the  work  of  a  Chris- 
tian minister.  An  acquaintance  says  of  him  that  he  was  one  of  the  most  circum- 
spect  and  exemplaiv  Christians  that  he  ever  knew.  Such  are  not  without  infln* 
ence  in  this  lil'e,  and  will  not  lose  their  reward  in  the  next. 

Rev.  G.  E.  S.  Bkyant  died  in  Dover,  Me.,  Nov.  10, 1871,  aged  53  years.    Having 

SrofiBssed  religion  at  the  age  of  15,  he  continued  an  exemplary  Christian  till  his 
eath.  Careful  in  forming  liis  opinions,  he  was  fixed  when  he  nad  once  establish- 
ed them,  and  thus  he  was  the  example  of  steadflEwt  fl&ithftilness.  '<It  is  pleasant 
on  the  other  side,  but  rough  on  this,''  were  among  his  last  words. 

Rev.  Peter  Folsom  died  in  Wakefield,  Mass.,  Sept.  2, 1872,  aged  59  vears.   Bro. 
F.  became  a  F.  B.  minister  when  quite  young,  and  devoted  himself  to  the  duties  of 
his  profession  with  all  his  heart.    He  was  an  interesting  preacher,  a  usefUl  citi- 
zen, and  kind  husband  and  father.    He  was  benevolent,  but  preferred  quiet  snd 
private  giving,  iastead  of  that  whloYi  mli^t  «am«.t  a  dAetce  to  display.   With 
ibo00  who  knew  him  best  his  death.  YrlIL\>e'kQ«ivL7 1«\\.. 
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Bev.  John  Loyblbss  died  Aug.  22, 1871>  ag«d  61  years.  His  labors  in  the  min- 
istiT^  commenced  when  he  was  bnt  eighteen  ^ars  of  age,  and  were  continued 
witn  zeal  and  fldelitv  for  thirty. years.  He  was  amiable  and  modest  as  a  pastor, 
Mthftil  in  all  the  relations  of  liie,  preaching  by  example  as  well  as  precept.  His 
labors  were  crowned  with  a  success  not  attained  by  many  of  much  greater  pre- 
tensions. 

Eev.  John  Clark  died  in  Prospect,  Me.,  Aug.  8, 1871,  aged  78  years.  He 
was  bom  of  poor  parents,  and  his  education  was  limited,  but  he  had  a  fer- 
vent spirit  and  wiiling  mind,  which  with  his  lowly  heart  early  interested  him 
in  the  salyation  of  sinners.  He  preached  the  gospel  about  forty  years,  and 
many  souls  redeemed  are  the  seals  of  his  ministry.  He  died  with  a  good  hope 
of  rest  in  heaven. 

Bev.  Joseph  L.  Cillet  died  in  Camden,  Me.,  June  30, 1871,  aged  67  years. 
His  labors  as  a  minister  were  mostly  confined  to  the  coast  towns  of  Maine, 
where  he  did  good  service  and  witnessed  good  i*esults.  His  cheerful  and 
hopeful  heart  enabled  him  to  bring  gladness  where  gloom  was  hovering,  and 
to  i)oint  those  to  heaven  who  might  have  been  repelled  by  a  colder  nature. 
He  io  now  experiencing  in  heaven  the  joy  of  well-doing  on  earth. 

Rev.  James  Knioht  dicrl  in  Lee,  Me.,  Nov.  8, 1871,  apred  63  years.  At  the  age 
of  23  he  embraced  the  Christian  religion,  receiving  license  and  ordination 
soon  after.  His  career  as  a  minister  began  at  that  time  and  was  faithfully  pur- 
sued till  death.  He  whs  respected  in  the  town  where  lie  died  for,  his  honesty 
and  intf  grity,  and  did  good  by  his  example  as  well  as  by  precept.  Death  was 
no  terror  to  him. 

Bev.  Philip  Gilkey  died  in  Searsport,  Me.,  Jan.  6, 1872,  aged  84  years.  Bro. 
G.  did  not  attempt  preaching  till  he  was  half  a  century  old,  but  the  years  of  his 
ministry  were  well  Improved  and  successful.  He  was  a  man  of  great  physical 
strength,  but  he  yielded  at  length  to  the  ravages  of  disease.  Those  by  whom 
he  was  best  known  best  knew  how  to  prize  him,  and  by  them  he  is  hela  in  dear 
remembrance. 

Rev.  Elijah  Cook  died  at  Cook's  Prairie,  Mich.,  Jan.  81, 1872.  aged  79  years. 
He  was  bom  in  New  York  state,  and  went  west  in  183^  Be  was  ordained  to 
the  ministry  ten  years  later,  and  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  in  doing  the  Lord's 
wiU.  His  family  mourn  his  death,  but  rejoice  that  he  has  entered  into  life 
etenifd. 

Rev.  Ephraim  Winslow  died  ia  Bametead,  N.  H.,  Jan.  23,  aged  66  years. 
He  commenced  preaching  when  about  40  years  of  age,  and  did  good  service 
for  Christ  in  the  towns  of  Candia,  Northwood,  Bamstead,  &c.    A  nervous  de 

Sression  affected  him  both  bodily  and  mentally  during  the  closing  years  of  his 
fe,  bnt  it  is  believed  that  he  is  now  in  the  land  of  the  blessed.     . 

Rev.  Wm.  Nutting  died  in  Parish,  N.  T.,  Jan.  26,  aged  72  years.  When  a 
mere  child  he  gave  his  heart  to  God,  and  there  in  the  wilderness  which  sur- 
rounded his  home  tried  to  obey  him.  Through  various  trials  he  at  length  en- 
tered the  Christian  ministry,  and  was  a  faithful  servant  till  death.  He  raised, 
up  an  able  and  interesting  family,  who  deeply  mourn  the  death  of  a  loved  ^ 
father. 

Rev.  John  C.  Ball  died  in  Lock's  Village,  Mass.,  Feb.  4, 1872.  He  met  death 
in  a  painful  but  triumphant  manner,  being  fatally  burned  by  an  exploding 
kerosene  lamp.  He  had  been  so  faith  ul  in  life  that  death  took  him  not  una 
wares,  and  he  passed  over  to  be  with  the  Lord.    Blessed  are  they  who  die  thus 

Rev.  Erastus  Habvet  died  near  Castalia,  Iowa,  Ang.  27. 1872,  a^ed  84.  He 
was  bom  in  Connecticut,  became  ordained  in  1826  and  continued  a  faithful  min- 
ister ever  after.  In  his  youth  he  served  his  country  both  by  land  and  sea,  and 
always  retained  as  a  Christian  soldier  those  qualities  that  made  him  a  faithful 
patriot*    His  work  is  done,  and  he  is  at  rest. 

RBV.  B.  Van  Dame  died  in  Nottingham,  N.  H.,  April  3, 1872,  aged  64  years. 
He  was  bom  in  Holland,  came  to  this  conntry  at  the  age  of  12,  and  after  work- 
ing for  various  parties  at  various  occupations,  became  interested  to  preach  the 
g<^el  to  the  lost  around  him,  and  so  began  bis  work,    Hla  traits  of  cliwtwite^ 
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were  quite  peculiar,  but  with  a  fervent  heart  he  preached  quite  acceptably* 
Ue  prepared  his  own  funeral  sermon  in  rhyme  before  he  died,  and  went  away 
prepared  to  meet  the  realities  of  the  other  life. 

Bbv.  Johx  Tillinghast  died  in  Factory ville,  Pa.,  April  21,  1872,  aged  64 
years.  He  was  greatly  interested  in  mission  enterprises,  and  himself  erected 
a  ^e  church  in  rrovidence,  R.  i.,  some  years  a^so.  lie  also  published  a  relig- 
ious paper  for  a  few  years,  and  tried  in  various  ways  to  exert  a  wide  influence 
for  Chrisc.  In  this  he  succeeded,  and  at  bis  death  was  the  beloved  pastor  of  a 
flourishing  church  in  Pennsylvania. 

Rev.  Hobace  Wbbbeb  died  in  Ossipee,  N.  H.,  Feb.  21,  1872,  aged  fS5  years. 
He  gave  his  heart  to  God  in  1822,  and  lor  thirty  years  performed  the  work  of  a 
faithful  and  successful  Christian  minister.  He  was  a  warm  friend  to  the  moral 
reforms  of  his  day,  and  helped  by  voice  and  money  all  that  he  was  able.  After 
a  life  of  usefuhiess  he  has  gone  to  Join  ihe  glad  throng  on  the  other  side. 

Rev,  John  S.  Lee  died  in  Fayette.  Iowa,  March  10, 1S72,  aged  64  years.    The 

{)ath  of  a  Chfistian  to  Bro.  L.  was  hedged  about  by  many  discouragements,  bat 
deling  the  '*  thus  saith  the  Lord  "  he  went  forward  and  achieved  a  good  work. 
Afterlaboring  a  while  in  New  York,  liis  native  State,  he  moved  west,  and  in 
that  great  field  spent  the  rest  of  his  life.  Many  will  rise  up  in  the  great  day 
and  bless  him  for  his  faithful  ministry. 

Rev,  Richard  Richardson  died  in  Varysburg,  N.  Y.,  June  lO,  1872,  aged  74 
3'ears.  Bro.  R.*s  death  was  quite  sudden,  but  he  was  well  prepared  ror  the 
hummons.  He  was  converted  at  the  age  of  14,  gave  himself  at  once  to  the 
Master's  work,  and  accomplished  much  good.  Being  familiar  with  gospel 
truths  he  used  them  to  illusCrate  his  preaching,  and  thus  interested  while  he 
attracted  his  hearers.    With  many  ot  them  he  is  now  in  the  better  land. 

Rev.  a.  Folsom  died  in  Raymond,  N.  H.,  March  31,  1872,  aged  nearly  78 
years.  He  possessed  an  unvlelding  mind  when  once  he  had  made  it  up  to  a 
thing,  and  this  in  his  Criristian  life  made  him  a  steadfast  disciple.  His  preach- 
ing was  earnest  and  zealous,  and  frequent  conversions  occurred  under  his 
labors.    There  is  need  of  more  such  men  to  impress  truth  upon  the  sinful. 

Rev.  Reuben  Allen  died  in  North  Scituate,  R.  I.,  May  30, 1872,  aged  nearly 
76  years.  But  few  in  our  denomination  have  been  In  labors  more  abundant 
than  Bro.  A.  He  baptized  at  least  1400  converts,  and  did  other  work  that  we 
have  not  space  to  mention.  He  confined  his  labors  to  the  New  England  States, 
whose  inhabitants  he  found  more  congenial  to  his  tastes  arid  sooner  im- 
pressed by  his  methods.    His  work  can  show  its  full  results  only  in  eternity. 

Rev.  William  Warner  died  in  Wisconsin,  in  May,  18TO,  aged  74.  He  was 
born  in  England,  served  in  the  royal  army,  and  was  in  the  battle  of  Waterloo 
when  Napoleon  was  defented.  His  preaching  was  plain  but  forcible,  and  until 
falling  health  forbade  it  he  was  constantly  and  faithfully  doing  his  Master's 
will.    His  family  with  many  friends  mourn  his  death. 

Rev.  Thomas  H.  Blandon  died  near  Cheney's  Grove,  111.,  March  12, 1870, 
aged  about  50  years./  He  was  bom,  converted  and  ordained  in  Ohio,  and  was 
a  faithful  preacher  of  the  word.  Left  an  orphan  in  early  life,  with  poverty  as 
his  lot,  he  struggled  manfhliy  and  became  one  of  our  usetul  ministers.  He  was 
largely  instrumental  in  forming  Cheney's  Grove  and  Pleasant  Ridge  churches, 
and  was  known  through  that  region  as  a  man  of  Grod.

Bev.  Amaziah  Loomis  died  in  Riceville,  Iowa,  April  30,  1873,  aged  72  years,  9 
months  and  24  days.  Bro.  L.  was  a  pioneer  preacher.  Reentered  Iowa  when 
it  was  difficult  even  to  gather  a  congregation  One  may  imagine  the  hardships  he 
experienced  in  trying  to  bring  souls  to  Christ.  But  he  persevered,  and  death 
found  him  ripened  by  service  and  ready  for  the  kingdom.  The  needs  of  the 
church  were  among  the  last  interests  that  claimed  his  attention.  His  religion  was 
a  source  of  constant  Joy  to  him,  and  he  died  praising  its  Author.    LVol.  48 ;  No  .42.* 

Bbt.  Nathaniel  Sweet  died  in  Johnson,  B.  I.,  in  the  autumn  of  1873,  aged  07 
years.  He  had  been  a  minister  nearly  fltty  years,  and  many  were  brought  to 
Christ  through  his  labors.  He  sufferea  extremely  during  the  last  few  years  of 
life,  but  faith  triumphed  over  pain,  and  he  was  able  to  rejoice  as  seeing  iiim  who 
is  invisible.    His  reward  was  sure.    [Vol  48;  No.  60. 

Bey.  Amos  Daniels  died  in  Vestal,  N.  Y.,  April  29,  1873  aged  86  years.  He 
was  converted  at  an  early  age  among  the  Methooists,  but  soon  adopted  free  views 
of  belief  and  practice,  and  walked  25  miles  to  join  a  Free  Baptist  church.    He  was 

Sastor  of  the  Virgil  and  Dryden  church  26  years,  and  in  all  things  honored  his 
[aster.    In  old  age  he  retained  hi-<  mental  and  physical  ability  to  a  remarkable 
degree,  and  died  in  the  exercise  of  a  lively  and  intelligent  faith.    [Vol  48 ;  No.  52. 

Bbv.  Geo.  King  died  in  Sutton,  Vt .  Nov.  l,  1872,  aged  57  years.  He  was  con- 
verted at  the  age  of  twelve,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1850,  being  ordamed 
six  years  later.  He  confined  his  labors  mamly  to  destitute  communities,  and 
thus,  while  his  pecuniary  reward  was  small,  his  store  of  grace  was  never  meager. 
In  later  years,  although  less  active  in  the  woi-k,  he  maintained  his  love  for  it  and 
was  often  found  preaching  to  weak  and  destitute  churches .  He  sympathized  with 
the  later  enterprises  of  the  denomination,  and  is  no  doubt  now  rejoicing  in  the 
Ailflllment  of  some  of  the  work  that  he  helped  inaugurate.    Vol.  49 ;  No.  8. 

Bev.  Hiram  Watbus  died  in  Boscobel.  Wis.,  Jan.  25, 1874,  aged  69  years.  His 
sickness  was  painflil,  but  he  found  consolation  in  the  never  fiiiUng  love  of  Christ. 
He  became  a  Christian  in  1333,  and  continued  to  serve  tiie  Lord  with  love  and 
ardor  till  death  called  him  home..  His  death  left  a  vacancy  in  the  community 
where  he  died,  which  is  only  compensated  by  a  belief  in  his  great  gain.  He 
mainly  built  up  the  church  at  Boscobel,  and  it  loved  him  as  a  father.  He  has  en- 
tered upon  his  new  inheritance.    fVoi.  49;  Nq  9. 

Bbv.  William  P.  Chase  diea  in  South  Vineland.  N.  J.,  FefllJ.  5,  1874,  aged  61 
years,  8  months,  and  4  days.  At  the  ago  of  19  he  De?an  to  hold  meetings,  and 
persevered  in  the  work  till  he  died,  having  been  ordained  in  1834.  He  organized 
several  churches  and  two  or  three  Quarterly  Meetings,  the  most  of  which  remain 
to  this  day,  having  accomplished  a  good  work.  Overwork  made  him  an  invalid 
in  1843,  and  his  work  after  tliat  date  was  prosecuted  iu  great  pain  and  hardship. 
The  rest  of  heaven  after  such  a  life  must  oe  doubly  grateAil.    [Vol.  49;  No.  1 1. 

Bev.  Stephen  Williamson  died  in  Starks,  Me.,  Julv  2, 1873,  agred  78  years.  He 
experienced  religion  in  1816,  was  lict^nsed  in  1822,  ordained  in  1820.  and  was  a  faitb- 
fol  preacher  of  the  word  For  more  than  half  a  century  he  preached  Christ,  and 
died  in  fUll  evidence  of  the  fldory  that  awaited*him.  He  was  both  a  good  business 
man  and  an  excellent  Christian,  and  has  lQftan.hoTiOT«?c)i\!ftic^^»^T^.  \^(^.^&^^^.^^• 
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IlEV.  Klijaii  Gl'ilf<mid  died  in  Littleton,  N.  H.,  Dec.  27,  1873,  a^d  39  yean. ; 
Bro.  G.  Mran  a  zeaiou-i  ClirU»tian,  and  although  he  was  constantly  oblij^ed  to  figbt ; 
aj^alnijta  nervouH  and  feeble  constitution, he  did  a  comparatively  grreater  work  ; 
than  many  in  bett*;r  phynical  comlition.  He  was  an  excellent  pastor,  inter- » 
hhU'A  in  all  that  concerned  the  welfare  of  his  parish,  and  died  with  the  lOTing 
wordrt  of  many  warm  friends  falliog  in  his  ear.    [Vol.  49;  No.  16. 

Eev.  Johx  CH(CK  died  in  Ossipee,  N.  H.,  Jan.  9, 1874,  aged  68  years.  He  was 
known  as  the  father  of  the  Wolfeboro'  Quarterly  tfeeiincr,  having  labored  in  it 
many  years  and  contributed  largely  to  both  the  financial  and  spiritaal  wel- 
fare of  his  towu  and  the  surrounding  country.  His  death  resolieu  from  an  ac- 
cident, but  he  left  forces  at  wo'k.  which  he  heid  helped  pat  in  operation,  which 
will  keep  his  influence  alive  and  helpful  for  years  to  come.    [vol.  49;  No.  17. 

Kbv.  F.  B.  Tan.ver  died  in  Chatauque  Co.,  N.  T.,  April  26, 1874,  a^ed  83  years- 
He  was  a  native  of  Rhode  Island,ana  gave  himself  to  Christ  at  the  age  of  twelve 
years,  whofie  service  he  honored  daring  a  faithful  life  of  denial  and  toil.  As 
vears  multiplied  upon  him  he  was  obliged  to  diminish  labor,  hut  he  kept  his 
heart  true  and  died  rejoicing  in  hope.  His  life  and  death  afford  a  wholesome 
ledson  of  the  value  of  Christian  grace.    [Vol.  49;  No.  20. 

Rev.  James  Sharp  died  In  Fairport,  N.  T.,  May  16,  1874,  aged  76  years.  He 
was  a  faithful  laborer  for  Christ,  and,  according  to  hit  opportunity,  did  a  good 
work.  He  bore  the  reproach  in  certain  quarters  of  having  a  black  skin,  but 
that  did  not  affect  the  puritf  of  hi-*  life  in  God's  sight,  nor  the  value  of  his 
service  among  those  who  prize  real  worth.  He  labored  effectively  for  his  own 
race,  and  rejoiced  in  their  freedom  as  one  who  had  witnessed  a  £n*eat  triumph.

Rkv.  Nathaniel  Bard  died  in  Lisbon,  Me.,  May  30, 1874.  aged  59  years  and  ' 
months.  Bro.  Bard  was  a  prominent  member  of  uie  Quarterly  Meeting  in 
which  he  died,  having  achieved  that  dietinetion  by  a  faithful  and  persistent 
work  foi-  his  Master.  Ho  labored  in  the  vineyard  85  years,  and  many  church- 
e-  in  the  Held  of  his  effort  are  stronger  becauBO  of  his  presence  witb  tbetn.

Rev.  Dutton  Stiles  died  in  Wharton,  Pa.,  Mav  14,  1«74,  aged  57  years.  He 
commenced  working  for  the  Master  in  early  youth,  and  about  thirty  years  ago 
ho  entered  tno  Potter  Quarterly  Mot^ting  where  he  spent  the  most  of  his  time^ 
He  vva-i  a  teacher  of  sch«»ols  as  well  aa  a  preacher  of  Christ,  and  thus  doubly 
wideued  his  Held  of  influence.

Rev.  Cyrus  CoLTRiN  died  In  Waltham,  Iowa,  Sept.  13,  1872,  aged  60  years. 
Itro.  C.  moved  from  New  York  to  Illinois  in  1848,  and  allied  himself  with  our 
interests  there,and  did  a  good  work  for  the  denomination.  He  organized  many 
churches,  come  of  which  have  ceast'd  to  exist,  but  their  mission  was  not  a  use- 
lesK  one.  He  was  a  good  minister,  and  the  lives  of  such  are  rich  in  blessing.

Rev.  J.  G.  Vanvalkevburg  died  in  Wayne,  Pa.,  April  15, 1874,  aged  70  years* 
The  Urst  five  years  of  his  ministry  were  spent  with  the  C.  Baptists,  but  the  re- 
mainder of  his  service  was  in  the  Free  Baptist  ministry.  He  was  a  great  lover 
of  books,  and  a  warm  sympathizer  with  the  condition  of  men.  He  did  a  good 
work,  and  is  doubtless  rejoicina:  with  souls  who  found  heaven  through  his  in- 
strumentality.

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Rev.  B.  J.  CowLES  died  March  29, 1874,  a^ed  78  years.  Bro.  Cowles  was  sin- 
gularly persevering  in  his  preparation  for  the  ministry,  overcoming  more  ob- 
stacles than  is  usual  with  the  young  clergymen  of  to-day.  He  was  obliged  to 
oppose  the  non-educational  tendencies  of  his  time,  but  he  did  it  judiciously, 
and  helped  to  pave  the  way  to  our  more  advanced,  ground  on  that  question. 
He  leaves  hosts  of  mourning  friends.    [Vol.  49;  No.  29. 

Bev.  DiLNiBL  H.  If  ILLBR  died  in  the  spring  of  1874,  aged  —  years.  He  de- 
voted the  most  of  his  labor  to  evaogelistic  efforts,  and  helped  to  gather  many 
souls  into  the  Christian  fold.  His  ministerial  work  was  mostly  within  the 
limits  of  the  Ashtabula  and  G^eauga  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  his  work  there 
will  long  continue  to  influence  the  moral  tone  of  the  conmiunity.  [Vol.  49;

Rev.  William  B.  Hamblen  died  in  Couliardville,  Wis,  aged— years.  Bro. 
H.  Had  given  his  later  years  to  the  gospel  work  in  the  frontier  of  the  West  with 
•ingular  zeal  and  devotion.  Possessed  of  but  few  resources,  he  nevertheless 
gave  his  whole  time  and  energy  to  the  salvation  of  souls.  Thus  he  accom- 
plished much,  and  died  with  tne  **  well  done^  sounding  sweetly  in  his  ear.  [Vol. 
49;  No.  37. 

Bev.  Ebbnbzbb  Knowlton  died  in  S.  Montville,  Me.,  Sept.  10, 1874,aged  about 
60  years.  It  is  a  ningolarly  heavy  blow  that  has  befallen  both  the  denomination 
and  the  Christian  church  m  this  death.  He  was  not  only  one  of  our  prominent 
men,  but  wherever  he  was  known  he  was  loved  and  respected  for  his  strength  of 
character  and  honesty  of  purpose.  He  was  interested  in  politics,  and  held  im- 
portant public  trusts,  but  never  yielded  an  iota  of  his  manhood  to  the  profession, 
and  always  kept  hi«  love  for  the  ministry  uppermost.  By  the  advice  of  physi- 
cians he  had  just  ceased  preaching  for  a  while,  wheo  death  came  upon  him  in  a 
sad  and  unexpected  manner.  His  death  tails  heavilv  upon  the  hearts  of  his 
triendd,  but  they  know  that  he  is  now  rejoicing  near  the  throne.
